The crime for which Feltner Is to 
stand trial was committee five years 
ago, while he was supposed to have 
the friendship of those In power In 
Breathitt county, and on the first trial 
of the case he was convicted and sen¬ 
tenced to the penitentiary.

J. C. W. Beckham. Frankfort. Ky.-My 
Dear Sir: I stand Indicted In the' Breath¬ 
itt Circuit Court for the murder of Jesse 
Fields. At present I am out on bond of 
•5,000. The Breathitt Circuit Court begin* 
next Monday, the 22d. and It will be nec¬ 
essary for me to be at that court on that 
date. As you know. James Hargis is the 
County Judge of Brest hit county, and Ed 
Callahan Is the Sheriff. You are qlso 
doubtless aware that l have recently ap¬ 
peared us a witness for the Common¬ 
wealth against Judg** Hargis and Mr. Cal¬ 
lahan. I have testified that they tried to 
get me to murder James Cockrlll and 
James Marciun. I have testified to noth¬ 
ing but what Is the truth, but as Is to 
be supposed, my testimony has been tho 
mean* of ftausing these two persons to 
thoroughly and heartily hate rr*j.

Fair Trial Impossible In Breathitt. 


Washington. May 20.—Chalrrdaa Mar 
tin A. Knapp, of the Interstate Coin* 
merce Cbmrnlsslon, was heard by the 
Senate Committee on Interstate Com¬ 
merce to-day. H* referred to the dole 
ful pictures which railroad men had 
drawn of the conditions which would 
prevail should the prospective railroad 
legislation be enacted. He did not ta- 
*vor a radical departure from the pres¬ 
ent wise and beneficiul law, but de¬ 
sired to have its defects corrected and 
Its weak points strengthened. Dis¬ 
criminations against a community on 
account of a smaller charge for a long 
haul than for a shorter haul could be 
corrected under the present law, and 
some Increase of restraint should be 
provided. 

Commissioner Knapp did not believe 
In the argument that there was danger 
of Inflexibility in rates or of fixed mile¬ 
age rates In case the proposed legis¬ 
lation wus adopted, as seemed to be 
feared by the railroad men. Notwith¬ 
standing the fluctuations In the price 
of cotton there had been no change In 
transportation rates In ten years. Mr. 
Knapp cited tills as answer to the as¬ 
sertion often made that rates must 
constantly change to meet changed 
conditions. 

Something should be done, Mr. Knapp 
thought, toward compelling carriers 
having short line connections to unite 
In making through rates. 

Mr. Knapp did not regard the courts 
as the best remedy for unreasonable 
rates. “If you wont to regulate rail¬ 
roads,*' said the Commissioner, “do ft 
yourselves, and do It by legislation. If 
you don’t want to regulate them leave 
It to the courts.'* 

If there was any way to correct nn 
unreasonable rate, save by giving a 
tribunal power to substitute another 
rate for It, he would bo glad to have 
It pointed out.

THE GREAT PROBLEM 


IN PANAMA IS THE PRESERVA¬ 
TION OF HEALTH. 


CONDITIONS ARE ALARMING 


According To a Statement Given Out 
By United States Minister 
John Barrett. 


New York, May 20.—Sanitation and 
preservation of health Is the one great 
problem which confronts the American 
authorities in the Panama canal zone, 
according to a statement given out 
by John Barrett, the American Minis¬ 
ter to Panama, who arrived here to¬ 
day on the steamer Advance from 
Co’on. He .considers as alarming the 
report of five cases of yellow fever at 
Colon—"alarming,” he says, '‘because 
up to the time these cases were re¬ 
ported no yellow fever had appeared 
there, and It was hoped that the sit¬ 
uation was In hand. I do not believe 
In deceiving the public In these mat¬ 
ters.*’ said Mr. Barrett. “It Is far bet¬ 
ter that the truth should be known. 
Existing conditions on the Isthmus pre¬ 
sent many difficulties, and while It Is 
not a case for pessimism, it Is not 
the engineering, it Is not the adminis¬ 
tration problem that Is confronting us. 
These are of secondary consideration 
to the problem of health and sanita¬ 
tion. Here we have engineering prob¬ 
lems that have been solved elsewhere 
and can be met, but the sanitation 
problem Is new and presents many 
dlfflcultiea 

The climate Is against us and is ever 
present. Under the efficient care of 
Dr. Georgus, the eminent yellow fever 
expert, everything possible Is being 
done to offset the Increase of mortality. 
An alarming condition Is the report 
of five cases of yellow fever In Colon. 
It Is alarming because up to the time 
these were reported no yellow fevei 
had appeared and It was hoped that 
the sltuatlou was In hand. Consider¬ 


ing the enormous number of canal em¬ 
ployes on the Isthmus, a very small 
percentage of Illness prevails, but you 
know how these things are. If one-hall 
were sick with malarlu nothing would 
be thought of It, but If a case or two 
of yellow fever appears, all the em¬ 
ployes want to quit and get away. 1 
believe these sanitary and health prob¬ 
lem* will be met successfully, but they 
far overshadow all others. 

“I am going to Bogota and hope to 
accomplish something to establish most 
cordial relations between Colombia and 
our country. Panama Is now ripe for 
a full re-estahllshment of cordial rela¬ 
tions to Colombia, and all feeling of 
en.nlty caused by the revolution has 
disappeared. My personal relations 
have been most cordial at Panama and 
there Is no truth In the report of frle T 
tlon. On my departure I received a 
cordial letter from the Foreign Minis¬ 
ter. At Bogota I hold pleasant rela¬ 
tions with Gen. Reyes, the President.

After fully considering the matter, 
the President decided to adopt the pol¬ 
icy which has created such a sensation 
In Republican ranks. His position, as 
authoritatively outlined to-day. Is as 
follows: 

“The President heartily Indorses the 
policy of buying the best material for 
the canal wherever It can be obtained 
most cheaply. He doesn't propose to 
perjnlt the corporations of America to 
hold up the Isthmian canal commission 
and charge exorbitant prices for sup¬ 
plies. The matter has been long before 
Congress, Secretary Root discussed It, 
and Secretary Taft has done so. Con¬ 
gress failed to act and left to the Pres¬ 
ident the responsibility of making pur¬ 
chases at the lowest prices, without 
specifying the place of purchase. The 
President intends to build the canal 
as cheaply as he can. If Congress does 
not want him to buy supplies In the 
cheapest marketi. then theirs Is the 
responsibility v for the Increase In the 
cofct of the waterway. If Congress does 
not like the policy, it must say whaf 
ehall be done.*' 

Here Is a clear, emphatic statement 
of the President's position. He heard 
from a good many quarters to-day that 
the policy would not be a popular one 
in Republican circles, but be Is not 
concerning himself about politics. Mil¬ 
lions of the nation's money Is to be 
expended In purchasing supplies for 
canal employes and for the construc¬ 
tion of the canal.

Demands of the Ship Trust. 

Several years ago the Cramp Ship¬ 
building Company was asked to fur¬ 
nish the department with an estimate 
of the cost of a new steArner for the 
New Tork-Colon service. It replied 
that exclusive of a refrigerating plant 
a ship could be built for $790,000, but 
that fourteen months would be re¬ 
quired. 

Meanwhile, the Administration offi¬ 
cials .usk: Is the Government to delay 
the construction of the canal, or should 
it go ahead and purchase ships abroad 
if necessary?

Not a month passes but gome spy Is 
taken. French or German, on the Fran¬ 
co-German frontier, writes a Paris cor¬ 
respondent of the Boston Transcript. 
The case of the latest of these unfortu¬ 
nates Is typical. Alfred Plchon. twenty- 
six years old. left the French army 
with the grade of Adjutant. Well to do, 
you may be sure that he had no need 
to go spying. His motives were wholly 
patriotic. His father being In t^e leath¬ 
er business, Plchon made his connec¬ 
tion with th/ trade his traveling ex¬ 
cuse. 

Running a branch establishment for 
hts father at Nancy, the young man 
made frequent "business trips" over the 
frontier. Indeed, he was even on the 
point of concluding a contract for leath¬ 
er with the German army when his 
urtsrtress—an Alsatian girl with German 
sympathies—betrayed him.' He got five 
years In a German prison, his Govern¬ 
ment not daring to utter a word In his 
protection. 

The spy work on this most Jealously 
guarded of all frontiers Is peculiarly 
systematic. A month or two in advance, 
the French etat major communicates 
his programme to the devoted officer 
who steps dbwn out of his rank to 
make himself a sneak Special maps 
are given him—maps'probably prepared 
by the German War Department and 
obtained through traitorous channels. 
If "work" has been recently done In the 
designated region, full details of it are 
communicated t<> the spy and indicated 
briefly on the map in Ink. 

• • • 

Must Have No Maps. 

The officer-spy's first work Is to 
study up his region from these docu¬ 
ments In such a way that he will know 
It like his childhood's home. All must 
be committed to memory*—a spy must 
not be found with maps and documents 
on him. 

When he Is letter-perfect, special of¬ 
ficers of the famous Second Bureau 
put him through a rigorous examina¬ 
tion. Several addresses, both In France 
and Germany, are given him. to which 
to send his correspondence, and he Is 
recommended to change them fre¬ 
quently, to avoid suspicion. German 
gold and notes are given to him. Then 
they shake his hand and say; * Au 
revolr. God save you. for we cannot!" 

Nowadays, when passports are de¬ 
manded in Germany so seldom of tour¬ 
ists staying less than a month in a 
plane, the officer-spy will content him¬ 
self with a few letters that have come 
through the mall to him. He will have 
had these letters sent to a prearranged 
German address shortly before his ar¬ 
rival; and they thus become even a 
slight prtmn*facie evidence of his earl¬ 
ier arrival. A life Insurance policy, 
taken out In the assumed name,* is alBu 
valuable evidence.

—The accompanying photograph shows 
at figure 1 the spot where on Wednes¬ 
day James Stephens, white, and John 
Bums, a negro, engaged In a des¬ 
perate battle with revolvers, Jn which 
both men were fatally shot. Stephens 
fell where the cart stands in the pic¬ 
ture. while Burns ran to the livery 
stable, a corner of which shows nl 3. 

This small territory shown m the 
photograph has been the scene of many 
desperate encounters, and It is a pe¬ 
culiar fact that very few who were 
ever wounded during a fight In this 
spot recovered. The place's fatal his¬ 
tory tiegan shortly before the Civil 
War. when Daniel Good paste?, with 
some companions, engaged in a !\ght 
near 7. During the battle some one 
reached in with a bowl© knife and 
stabbed Goodpaster. He lived for some 
thne. 


About 1872, on July 4. one Satterfield, 
who had long been at outs with 
Charles Hoon, who lived In town, came 
here. Satterfield started to a building 
where the building marked by figure 
3 now stands, and Hoon came ottf of 
the door of the building marked 5 
He was armed with a shotgun, and 
as he walked around the corner he 
paw Satterfield and called: "Look out, 
Satterfield," firing at th© same time. 
Satterfield fell at. figure 4 and died In 
u short time. 

About 1SS0 Ben Snelllpg, a farmer, 
and a young consumptive natned Bai¬ 
ley quarreled here, and Snelllng, stand¬ 
ing about where figure 8 Is In the pic¬ 
ture. fired at Bailey with a pistol, kill¬ 
ing him almost instantly. Bailey*fell 
dead at figure 6. 

In April, 1S94. Martin Cline cam© to 
town from the country and engaged In 
a quarrel with Lawson Deatley and 
three sens. In which <*ilne was cut to 
pieces with knives. The battle took 
place In a livery stable xvhich stood 


on the site of the building marked 3 
Cline died there and his murderers 
were 4 arrested. Deatley and his sons, 
Bill. George and Let*, were arrested, 
ehnrgc-d with the murder. The elder 
Deatley, George and Bill were sen¬ 
tenced to the penitentiary for life, and 
Lee for a term of years. All the men 
but Lee died in a short time. 

In March, 1904, Pete Pergram and 
Cole Wells, young men from the coun¬ 
ty. engaged In a quarrel In the saloon 
marked 5. In which Pergram shot 
Wells In the stomach with a pistol, 
Wells dying th© next night. Pergram 
Is in the Frankfort penitentiary. 

In November, 1904, Thomas McCarty, 
a young white man.'and George Wilson, 
a young negro, engaged In an alterca¬ 
tion 4n the saloon marked 9. Wilson 
went to the alley* mark**<! 2 and Mc¬ 
Carty followed. There the quarrel was 
renewed and McCarty shot and In¬ 
stantly killed Wilson. McCarty was 
acquitted of the* killing at the recent 
term of Circuit Court hero.

Arrive From Cincinnati—Neither 
Communicative Nor Clean. 


Unwashed, uncombed, unkempt, un¬ 
able to mak* their wants understood in 
tho language of the country, twenty 
Hungarian gypsies landed from the 
steamer City of Louisville yesterday 
afternoon, having come from Cincin¬ 
nati. where for several weeks past they 
have held forth.

UNDECIDED 


What To Recommend In 
Franks’ Case. 


BY COMMISSIONER GREEN IN 
ABOUT TEN DAYS. 


LIEUT. WILH0IT IN TROUBLE. 


Washington, May 20.—[Special.]—Civ¬ 
il Service Commissioner Green, who 
has been making during the past week 
an Investigation Into charges of col¬ 
lecting political assessments In the 
Owensboro district for the benefit of 
the congressional candidacy of Dr. W. 
Godfrey Hunter, says he expects to 
have his report on the subject pre¬ 
pared in about ten days. He is as yet 
undecided as to what recommendations 
he will make to the Secretary of the 
Treasury in the matter. Commissioner 
Green was informed by Collector 
Franks that he had ordered all inter¬ 
nal revenue employes In the Second 
district to retire from the Republican 
Campaign Committee, and the Com¬ 
missioner thinks that by this time the 
Collector’s wishes have been complied 
with. Mr. Green did not care to dis¬ 
cuss in detail the result of his inves¬ 
tigation. 

• • • 

Franks May Be Ousted. 


Supporters of Postmaster Daker and 
Collectors Franks and Craft think they 
see In the activity of the Civil Service 
Commission a well-laid scheme of the 
"outs” to Injure as much us possible 
the chance of the three officials for re¬ 
appointment. Franks was Involved In 
trouble with the Civil Service Commis¬ 
sion several years ago and a strong 
case was made out against him. Pres¬ 
ident McKinley, however, was not the 
Civil Service sympathiser that Presi 
dent Roosevelt Is, and In those days 
the Civil Service Commission was slm 
ply a laughing stock. When Baker fc 
Craft and Franks come before the 
President for reappointment, other ap¬ 
plicants t. *e expected to make him con¬ 
versant with the Civil Service records 
of the three officials in the hope that 
it will redound to the benefit of the ap¬ 
plicants. The charges against Franks 
are more serious than those preferred 
against Craft and Baker, and the oppo¬ 
sition believes there is a good chance to 
secure his defeat for reappointment 
next winter.

To Forsake His Old Fiddle 
and Row. 


J. W. DAY PLAYING AGAIN. 


FORMER BLIND MAN FEARED 
HIS EYES WERE NOT EQUAL 
TO WORX. 


VALUABLE LOT IS CLAIMED. 


Lexington, Ky., May 20.—[Special.]— 
Although cured of blindness with which 
he was afflicted for forty years. John 
William Day, of Ashland, has been 
unable to forsake his fiddle and bow 
with which he was enabled to earn a 
living for himself and family during 
the years of total blindness, and is 
once again on the streets of this city, 
accompanied by his two little daugh¬ 
ters, who sing to the accompaniment 
of the old fiddle. 

Day was operated on at the Good 
Samaritan Hospital several months ago 
by Dr. J. A. Stucky, of this city, and 
after a few weeks of rest the opera¬ 
tion was pronounced a success and he 
was discharged from the Institution. 
After leaving the hospital Day wore 
a bandage over his ey*•« for some time 
and remained at the home of a sister 
In this city While he was told that 
he could use his eyes a little at a time 
he was advised to wear a light band¬ 
age for a few weeks until his eyes 
became used to the daylight. Finally 
he was permitted to remove the band¬ 
ages entirely and returned to hts home 
near Ashland, where his wife and chil¬ 
dren resided. He stated before leaving 
this city that he would attempt farm 
work and give up his favorite pastime 
of playing on the streets for money, 
but after a few months of the strange 
life Day has returned to his first and 
only love, and during the past week 
has been seen and heard by many of 
his former Lexington friends, who be¬ 
lieved he had fully determined to give 
up the fiddle.

Benjamin Shaffer. sixty years old, 
who has been married four times and 
was preparing to wed his last wife a 
j HAcond time under the supposition he 
was divorced from her, hah found a 
way out of his trouble. In the Clark 
I Circuit Court ct Jeffersonville yester 
I day the divorce was set aside or, more 
properly, dismissed, as an Investtga 
tlon showed there hod been no decree 
entered on the records because Shaf 
fer's lawyer had failed to prepare an 
entry. Last night the couple began 
living together and just picked up 
where they left off November 16, 1904 

Shaffer has g<gie through three di¬ 
vorce trials and has lost one wife by 
death. He was married to the present 
wife, who was Mrs. Emma Morris, on 
December 16, 1901. She was then the 
widow of William Morris, to whom she 
was married when she was sixteen 
yoarsold. T>n November 16, 1904. the 
twa/^separated after some stormy 
scefies. and the husband filed a suit 
for divorce, but the wife failed to pay 
any attention to the summons and let 
the case go by default when it was 
called on December 16, 1904. 

After the decree was granted Mrs. 
Shaffer published a card In a Jeffer¬ 
sonville paper in which she raked her 
former husband fore and aft. charging 
him with a number of things, espe¬ 
cially that of being an habitual drunk¬ 
ard The two lived apart under the 
belief they were divorced until early 
In April, when they concluded to re¬ 
marry. but there seemed to be some¬ 
thing in the way that prevented the 
wedding taking place in Jeffersonville, 
and It was practically decided to go 
to Louisville. The question was then 
sprung by an attorney as to whether 
they had ever been divorced, and it 
was discovered they had not been. 

The case waa then redodketed and 
yesterday a formal motion for a dis¬ 
missal was made on an affidavit of 
the plaintiff and was granted.

Also $75 Damages From W. H. Whit¬ 
taker. 

Alvin T. Hert, former superintendent 
of the Indiana Reformatory, was yes¬ 
terday afternoon awarded the $000 set 
of mahogany dlnlng-rOom furniture 
that he filed suit to replevin from Bupt. 
W. H. Whittaker in the Clork Circuit 
Court in Jeffersonville. He was also 
given $75 damages. The arguments oc¬ 
cupied all of yesterday morning and 
were bitter on both sides. Ward H. 
Watson opened for the plaintiff and 
was followed by George H. Voigt and 
James W. Fortune for the defendant, 
M. Z. Stannard closing for the plaintiff. 
Judge Montgomery concluded his In¬ 
structions at 12 o'clock, and at 12:26 
the Jury rendered the following ver¬ 
dict: 

"We, the jury, find for the plaintiff, 
that he is the owner and Is entitled to 
the possession of the property described 
In the complaint; that William H. 
Whittaker has wrongfully deprived the 
plaintiff of possession thereof; that the 
said property Is of the value of $350 
and that plaintiff Is entitled to damages 
In the sum of $75 on account of said 
detention. 

"A. SCHWANJNOER. Foreman." 

Members of the Jury say they would 
have been out in a few minutes only 
for the fact there was some little dif¬ 
ference of opinion as to how much 
damages should be awarded, it being 
the unanimous conclusion that the fur¬ 
niture had been purchased by Mr. Hert 
personally, according to the evidence. 
Before the case was submitted to the 
jury the second paragraph of the com¬ 
plaint was withdrawn. This set forth 
that the plaintiff had been damaged to 
the extent of $500 by the seizure of the 
furniture.

LITTLE ONE FOUND DEAD. 

Vlttlm of Some Mishap During the 
Night. 

Coroner Froman M. Coeds, of Jeffer¬ 
sonville. was sent to New Washington. 
Clark county. Ind., yesterday afternoon 
by Dr. W. M. Varble. secretary of the 
County Board of Health, tf» hold an in¬ 
quest on Mr. and Mrs. Peter Dean's 
child, who had died without medical 
attention. The cause of death has not 
yet been determined. Dr. Varbte was 
called up yesterday by F. H. Young, 
an undertaker at New Washington, who 
wanted a burial permit loaued. as there 
had been no physician attending the 
child. 

Young said the little one was found 
dead In bed yesterday morning. #uit 
said It was not known whether It had 
been smothered from having too many 
covers on It or had been rolled on by 
the .mother during the night. The law 
requires that where there Is a death 
without medical attendance the Coroner 
shall be called to view the body and 
on his return a certificate of authority 
Is Issued to Inter the body. The child 
was about two weeks old and the par¬ 
ents are poor. For this reason there was 
neither nurse nor physician In attend¬ 
ance and Mrs. Dean had to care for 
herself and her offspring.

INFORMAL LEGAL OPINION 


ACCEPTED BY MAYOR GRDSE, OF 
NEW ALBANY. 


EXPLANATION OF HIS VIEWS. 


Mayor william V. Grose, of Hew Al¬ 
bany. notified Joseph Foley yester¬ 
day afternoon of his removal from the 
office of City Attorney. Mr. Foley re< 
celved the following communication 
from the Mayor: "You are hereby 
notified that I have this day made an 
order removing you from the office 
of City Attorney and head of the de¬ 
partment of law* of the city of New 
Albany. My reason for this action Is 
that I have decided to accept the 
opinion of the Attorney General that 
the former City Attorney Is entitled 
to hold the office under his election by 
the Council." The communication is 
dated May 17, 1906. and signed "Will¬ 
iam V. Grose." 

Mr. Foley was appointed to the po¬ 
sition over a month ago by Mayor 
Grose under that official's construction 
of a new law. to succeed H. E. Jewett, 
who had been Elected City Attorney In 
May. 1904. by the New Albany Coun¬ 
cil. Mr. Jewett, when notified of his 
removal by the Mayor, declined to va¬ 
cate, contending that he was legally 
the City Attorney until January 1. 
1906, unless removed by the Council. 
He has since been acting in that ca¬ 
pacity for the Council, w’hile Mr 
Foley was the legal adviser of Mayor 
Grose, the Board of Public Works and 
tho other appointees of the Mayor. 

The action of Mayor Groso Is ex¬ 
plained by the following communica¬ 
tion, addressed to the Common Coun¬ 
cil. which will be read at the next 
meeting of that body: 

"I have decided to accept the Informal 
opinion given by the Attorney General 
of Indiana to the effect that the city 
officers, appointed or elected under the 
old law, an? entitled to hold their offi¬ 
ces until January 1. 1306, and there¬ 
fore I rescind and set aside the order 
made by me removing H. E. Jewett 
from the office of City Attorney. 

"I now, in exercise of the power 
given In section 80 of the law passed 
March 6, 1906. remove from the office 
of City Attorney and Counsellor of 
the city of New Albany. Joseph S 
Foley, who was appointed by me as 
head of the department of law’ of the 
city. My reason for this removal Is 
tfiat I have decided to accept tho opin¬ 
ion of the Attorney General, stated !ri 
the foregoing, that the former City 
Attorney is entitled to remain in of¬ 
fice." 

The communication is dated May 17, 
and it has been filed In the office of 
City Clerk Eugene Brisby.

West Virginia Capitalists Close 
DeAl For 22,000 Acres. 


Mt. Sterling. Ky.. May 20.—[Special.] 
—Charleston. W. Va., capitalists have 
completed a deal w’hereby they secure 
22,000 acres of land on the North Fork 
of tho Kentucky river from J. II. Ham- 
brick. of Ashlund. The price Is re¬ 
ported at $9.26 per acre. The lands are 
in Lee and Breathitt counties and have 
on them an abundance of poplar, oak 
and beech timber, while there are at 
leust 100 veins of cannel and bituminous 
coals, ranging In thickness from eight 
to thirty Inches. A company will be 
organized and work to develop the 
lends will be begun in a short time. It 
Is the purpose of the purchasers to 
build a railroad to get the timber and 
coal to the Louisville and Eastern rail¬ 
road, to open up several coal mines and 
put In five sawprilU# to saw the timber. 
The new owners get possession of the 
lands at once.

Celebration of Royal Nup¬ 
tials Will Continue. 


WEDDING OF'CROWN PRINCE 


OF GERMANY BEGINS SATUR¬ 
DAY, JUNE 3. 


NOT MUCH FOR PUBLIC TO SEE 


Berlin. May 20.—Tho entertainments 
In celebration of the wedding: of Crown 
Prince Frederick William and tlhe 
Duchess Cecilia, of Mscklenberg- 
Bchwenln, will last four days, begin 
nine Saturday. June 3. the day the 
bride and her family arrive from 
Bohwerln and take up their residence 
In the Bellevue Palace. The Duchess 
will be reoelved at the Brandenburg 
gate by the Chief Burgomaster and the 
city fathers, and by 100 young women 
of known families and who will pre¬ 
sent flowers to their future Emiprees. 
The girls %vlll be dressed alike in 
gretchen costumes and their hair in 
braids down their hack. Behind the 
Crown Prince and his bride will ride 
of right the butchers, postmen and 
deputations from other trades and oc¬ 
cupation# according to Immemorial cus¬ 
tom. Those chosen to form the caval¬ 
cade are now In training at the garri¬ 
son riding schools.

Emperor Desires Simplicity. 


The Emperor has commanded that 
this entrance Into the city, which will 
be the only public celebration, shall be 
simple and If possible beautiful. The 
three-quarters of a mile of Unter Don 
Linden from 'the Brandenburg gate to 
the palace where the Emperor and Em¬ 
press mill admit the Duchces Cecilia, 
wlU be hung with garlands of ro«es. 
Artificial ones naturally will be the 
only sort used, as they will have to 
stand four days' exposure. Eighty 
thousand garlands have been ordered. 
Beats and windows along Unter Den 
Linden have been selling for from 17 50 
tor the former 4/> $125 for the latter. 
Except for the numerous court equi¬ 
pages and uniforms which will be seen 
in the streets and the prince© going 
and coming from every hotel, there will 
not be anything for the public to see. 
for the services will be private and 
only members of roy al families, Ambas¬ 
sadors and a ferw other Important per¬ 
sonages and Government officials will 
take part In them. The chapel of the 
palace where the wedding will take 
place holds about 300 persons, but there 
will be a service at the Cathedral on 
Sunday and a dinner at which the 
Hohenzollems and MeckLenburg- 
Schwerln families and the visiting 
princes, of whom there arc fifty or 
sixty, will be present. There are so 
many prlnoes coming, each of whom 
must be treated ceremoniously, that 
the Imperial Court Marshal** office is 
perplexed over questions of prln?ely 
procedure. The Ambassadors probably 
will be Invited to only one or two func¬ 
tions. so as to avoid placing them be¬ 
low members of small German houses.

INTO AFFAIRS OF EQUITABLE 
LIFE WANTED. 


er Pr 

chants’ Association Asks Presi¬ 
dent To Take a Hand. 


New York, May 20.—President Roose¬ 
velt has been requested to take 
cognizance of tho situation that has 
been brought about by the Equitable 
Life Assurance Society trouble, and to 
institute a national Investigation of 
the Insurance business as it Is now 
conducted. The inquiry Into the beef 
trust and the present Standard Oil in¬ 
vestigation are quoted as precedents. 

This request was made by W. F. 
King, former president of the Mer¬ 
chants* Association of this city, who 
has written the President ns a policy 
holder in several companies, asking 
that such an Investigation ho made; 
under the Interstate commerce law. 
Should this course be deemed not prac- i 
ttcable. Mr. King asks the President • 
to appoint a national commission on 
the lines of the coal commission that 
settled the anthracite strike to make 
inquiry and report. 

"In case the President decides that 
he has no Jurisdiction," said Mr. King 
to-day, "it is my purpose to form a 
committee prior to the convening of 
Congress. In the autumn, to start an 
agitation In every State In the Union, 
by sending out literature to every mer¬ 
chant and manufacturing concern, to 
the number of 151.000. having a mer¬ 
cantile rating of $50,000 and above. I 
will ask these men not only to Interest 
themselves but their employes in pe¬ 
titioning their members of Congress 
and Senators, providing the President 
has not the power, to make a thorough 
Investigation, and put these great In¬ 
surance corporations under govern¬ 
mental control." _ _ 

Treasury Statement. 

Washington, May to.—To-day's state¬ 
ment of the Treasury balances In rhe 
general fund, exclusive of the $150,000,-

But 
when a man gote a bad case of nerves he can¬ 
not think Intelligently, and Wall street ap¬ 
pears to have an attack closely approaching 
delirium tremens. Appearentiy It fears total 
destruction of the wheat crop and failure to 
plant tho corn crop It seems to have made 
up its mind that the stool and Iron trade has 
again turned down hill and that President 
Roosevelt is about to undertako a hunting 
trip with all forms of Invested capital os his 
quarry. It thinks it sees Messrs. Hill and 
Harrlman at each other's throats. Altogether 
it ts about as complete a reversal of sentiment 
os anyone could wish to see In a short time 
Truth to tell there seems to be pot marh the 
matter outside ths sentiment and the nerds of 
speculators. Of course. It ts theoretically pne- 
slide that the wlntor wheat crop may be lost; 
that no com crop will be planted: that tho 
rtcel busing# will came to a standstill; that 
Messrs. Hill and Harrlman will destroy each 
other, and that the President will devote his 
entire time to destroying railroad and other 
corporations. AH such things Involve no srlf- 
contradiction In one sense of the word nn-l 
esn poesIMy happen, but possibility U one 
thing and probability another There la at 
leant but slight probability that anyone of 
them will come to pass os feared. The xact 
of the matter Is that sentiment, very often a 
very potent factor In speculation, is running 
to an absurd extreme on the bear side Ju*t a* 
It hns heretofore run to absurd extremes on 
the bull side Presently there will be a change 
in sentlmeiit.

Brought Out By Prosecu¬ 
tion lit Election Cases. 


THOS J. CONNELL ON STAND. 


NO ORDEi.S OTHER THAN TO 
PREVENT TROUBLE. 


NO CONSPIRACY EXISTED. 


Policeman Thomas J. Connell was 
the only witness examined yesterday 
In the trial In the Federal Court of 
himself and others charged with con- 
Bplrlng to prevent legal voters from 
casting their votes at the general elec¬ 
tion of last year at the Thirteenth pre¬ 
cinct of tho Ninth ward. The prosecu¬ 
tion assayed to place Alice Taylor on 
the stand at the convening of court, 
but she being the wife of Pleas Taylor, 
one of the defendants, the objection 
of the defense was sustained by the 
court. The prosecution then announced 
that It would rest its case. 

Statements before the Jury In behalf 
of the defense were made by George 
Welsslnger Smith and William M. 
8 mlth. Both contended that the de¬ 
fense would prove that no conspiracy 
existed among the defendants to pre¬ 
vent any one from voting in the Thir¬ 
teenth precinct of the Ninth ward ut 
the last November election. It was as¬ 
serted that two proclamations hud 
been Issued, instructing the members 
of the Police Department to use their 
efforts in trying to secure a fair and 
Impartial election and proof would be 
Introduced to substantiate the state¬ 
ment. It was stated that It would be 
proved that W. H. Bradford, a Re¬ 
publican election officer went to the 
polls, armed with a cane and two bot¬ 
tles of whisky, asserting that he would 

run things that day. 

• • • 

Jury Admonished. 

Thomas J. Connell, in his testimony, 
told of his assignment at the polls at 
Eighth and Green streets, and of the 
row in which Bradford and others were 
engaged and of the arrest of John 
Boioinon. Little was brought out in 
his cross-examination, though consid¬ 
erable time was consumed. On ad¬ 
journing court. Judge Evans told the 
Jurors that they would be in the hands 
of the United States Marshal until 
Monday morning and that they were to 
remain together. He also told them If 
they wanted to go to the stores to make 
purchases with the Marshal they could 
do so and at the same time attend 
church, but under no circumstances 
were they to separate or talk to any 
one about the case. 

• • • 

Not Allowed To Testify. 


leged Intimidation of voters at the 
Thirteenth precinct of tihe Ninth ward. 

Coining back to the a?aault on Brad¬ 
ford. Mr. Smith stated that it would 
be shown that Bradford appeared at 
the polls with a bludgeon in his 1 lands 
three and a half or four feet long, and 
of sufficient dimensions to be called a 
deadly weapon. He said that two ne¬ 
groes were standing on ttoe skb* vatk 
when Bradford approached them with 
hie club and told them to gel away. 
The negroes, he said, refund to leave, 
whereupon Bradford attacked them 
and knocked one of them down. He 
said that Officer Nohan interfered, 
whereupon he was struck by Bradford 
and felled to the ground. He said when 
Officer Nehan had gotten on his ftet 
and Sufficiently recovered his senses he 
told the other officers not to arrest 
Bradford, as he was an officer of the 
election. 

• • • 

Connell Testifies. 


i 


At the conclusion of the statement of 
Attorney Smith, Thomas J. Connell, 
one of the defendants, was placed on 
the stand. He testified that he was 
fifty years of age and a patrolman, an l 
was assigned to duty on election day 
at the Twelfth precinct of the Ninth 
ward. He said he was assign'd to the 
particular post at 5:46 o’clock on th»; 
morning of the election, but previous 
to the assignment had no idea where 
he would be stationed. 

Mr. Thatcher objected to the ques¬ 
tion whether the other officers of the 
election were notified where they were 
going to be stationed previous to elec¬ 
tion day. but the objection was over¬ 
ruled, and the witness said they were 
not Informed of their assignments un¬ 
til the morning of the election. The 
witness saJd he did not see the first 
affray In which Bradford was con¬ 
cerned, but that he b.lw the second 
fight In which Patrolman Nehan was 
knocked down. He said Patrolman 
Sexton was going to arrest Bradford 
for striking Nehan. but he latter ex¬ 
claimed: 

‘'Don’t arrest Bradford; lie’s an elec¬ 
tion officer.” 

• • • 

Bradford’s Big Stick. 


When court reconvened at 9:80 o’clock 
AHce Taylor, colored, was placed on 
the stand by the prosecution. W. M. 
Smith, of counsel for the defense, ob¬ 
jected to the woman testifying on the 
ground that she was the wife of Pleas 
Taylor, ona of the defendants In the 
case. The objection was sustained and 
District Attorney Hill announced that 
the prosecution would close its case. 

After consultation the attorneys for 
the defense moved for peremptory in¬ 
structions on the ground that the Gov¬ 
ernment had failed to make a case 
Judge Evans overruled the motion, stat- 
lng that the cross-examination of the 
defense had been so far-reaching that 
It had taken the nature of direct testl 
mony for the defense. 

• • • 

Defense’s Statement. 


Connell said he saw Bradford stand¬ 
ing near Nehan with n piece of buggy 
shaft In his hand. He said about fifty 
persons, mostly negroes, witness© 1 th* 
affray. In reference to the arrest of 
John Solomon, the witness said: "I 
was standing at Eighth and Gre»n 
streets and saw trouble at the |*oUs. 
I saw a negro run toward Walnut 
street and immediately ran after him. 
The negro outdistanced me after run 
ning a block, and I returned to the 
polls. I saw Patrolman Nehan lean¬ 
ing Solomon utvay. I did not see the 
trouble, but supposed the negro that 
was running away had commlttel an 
offense. I never at any time h.ul my 
hand on fiolomon and saw no one 
strike Solomon after his arrest.” 

• • • 

Connell Cross-Examined. 


At the afternoon session Thomas J. 
Connell was replaced on the stand, and 
the cross-examination taken up by Dis¬ 
trict Attorney R. D. Hill. The witness 
stated he had been a policeman for fif¬ 
teen years, and had tried to learn his 
duties. He said he had the Police Bul¬ 
letin on the morning of the election, 
giving instructions as to what he 
should do during the election. He said 
he was also specially Instructed to see 
that the law was enforced. 

“When two parties were In a diffi¬ 
culty, equally guilty, would you arrest 
both of them?” asked District Attorney 
Hill. 

"Yes sir, I would. If I could appre¬ 
hend them.” 

•‘Mr. Connell, are you fleet on foot? 

’’Well, I can’t say that I am. as 1 
am fifty years old.” 

The witness stuted he was assigned 
on election day to the southeast corner 
of Eighth and Green streets. In the 
Twelfth precinct of the Ninth ward. He 
related how the polls were situated and 
how voters approached the polls. He 
said he had no trouble during the day 
at the voting place, near which he was 
stationed. 

"Mr. Connell, do you know Frank 
Sage?” asked District Attorney Hill 

‘‘No sir, I never knew who he was 
until he testified In this case.” 

• • • • 

Cursed By Sage. 


George Welsslnger Smith, representing 
"Son” Jones. Pleas Taylor. William 
Lawson, alias "Hawky Bill:” George 
Wilson, alias "Calf Head;” Buddie Fry 
and Robert Elliott, was the first to 
make a statement before the Jury. He 
contended that his clients must be prov¬ 
ed guilty of conspiracy to Intimidate 
or oppress some person or persons, who 
were at the polls for the purpose of 
voting. He contended if they Injured 
some person In a sudden or unexpected 
disturbance, thedr action not being pre¬ 
meditated. they wore guilty of an of¬ 
fense against the State of Kentucky end 
not against the Government. He assert¬ 
ed that the proof would show that his 
clients did not conspire to Intimidate 
any person or prevent anyone from vot¬ 
ing. even though they were guilty of 
creating a disturbance and were eng&g 
ed in a fight. 

In behalf of Thomas J. Connell, Dan¬ 
iel Sexton. D. J. Nehan. J. J. Tierney 
and others. Attorney W. M. Smith made 
the opening statement before the Jury 
The gist of Tps remarks was on the 
same line as that of Attorney Georg* 
Welsslnger Smith. He contended that 
unless the proof showed positively that 
two or more of the defendants conspir¬ 
ed to break up the election and prevent 
some person or persons from exercising 
their rights of suffrage as charged In 
the Indictment they must be found not 
guilty.

Prepared For Trouble. 


What did he say to you when he 
came up to you during the disturb¬ 
ance?” 

He said: ’Damn you, why don’t you

T Inderstand you to say that you 
arc governed by your instructions. 
Judgment and feelings In arresting a 
fellow. Now supivose your Instructions 
said, arrest a man and your Judgment 
and feelings told you not to. what 
would do?” 

T would do as l pleased.”

Hill’s Question Irrelevant. 


Attorney Smith stated that the evi¬ 
dence to be Introduced would show that 
W. H. Bradford entered the precinct 
on the morning of the election "armed 
and equipped with a cane and two bot¬ 
tles of whisky and announced that he 
would run the election to suit hlmsejf.” 
Ho said the evidence would further 
show that Bradford began early to im¬ 
bibe from his two bottles, and con¬ 
tinued drinking during the entire morn¬ 
ing; that he became engaged In an 
altercation with some negroes, he be¬ 
ing the aggressor, and was whipped. 
Bradford was the Republican election 
sheriff and a star witness In tho pres¬ 
ent prosecution. 

Mr. Smith contended that tnere could 
be no conspiracy, as the evidence would 
show that of 126 negroes and 100 white 
men entitled to vote at the precinct 
only one person. John Solomon, foiled 
to vote, and his failure was duo. the 
attorney said, to his disorderly con¬ 
duct, which resulted In his arrest He 
said the evidence would show that 
Bradford reappeared after his first es¬ 
capade and engaged In a Second fight, 
during which he knocked Policeman D. 
J. Nehan down with a club when the 
officer attempted to quell the disturb¬ 
ance.

Two Proclamations Issued. 

Mr. Smith stated that *the proof would 
show- that the Mayor issued a procla 
mntlon to the Police Department de. 
fining Che duties of police officer* on 
election day and that another slm 
liar proclamation was Issued by the 
Board of Public Safety through the 
Dally Police Bulletin. He said that It 
would be proved that every meins 
within the power of the authorities was 
used to secure a fair and Impartial 
election. He said H would be o roved 
that the members of the police force 
were not given their election assign 
ments until the morning of the election 
He declared that no conspiracy could 
have existed, for the reason that it was 
Impossible for the members of the po¬ 
lice force to tell whore they would be 
stationed or who would 1»* assigned to 
particular duties. 

Mr. Smith said he wanted the fury to 
understand that they were not trying 
a breach of the peace, but a case In¬ 
volving an alleged violation of th- Con¬ 
stitution of the United States. This

The witness said he saw John fiolo 
mon at a distance with a whip stock 
raised In a threatening manner, which 
Indicated a row was in progress.

"Mr. Connell, did you testify against 
Solomon at his trial In tho Police- 
Court?” queried Attorney Hill. 

“Yes, sir, I testified against Solomon, 
who was charged with disorderly con 
duct.” 

A transcript of the record In the Po¬ 
lice Court trial was produced by At 
tomey Hill In which the testimony of 
the witness was reproduced. Portions 
of It were read, but nothing of con 
sequence was brought out by It. 

"What did Coldwell say about the 
arrest of Solomon?” asked Attorney 
Hill. 

"When Judge Du Rolle cam© up he 
asked Coldwell who arrested Solomon. 
Coldwell replied that that flat-headed 
s- Nehan arrested him."

Court 
adjourned at 3.16 o’clock until 9 
o’clock to-morrow morning.

who has been for three years working 
in the First Presbyterlnn church at 
Manila, In the Philippines, Is in the 
United States on vacation, and spent 
several days In New' York lagt week 
He makes an Interesting corn portion 
between church work in Manila and 
here. The Presbytcrioji church in Ma¬ 
nila la maintained by th© Presbyterian 
Board of Foreign Missions for the 
English speaking residents of that 
city, and a large part of th© congre¬ 
gation Is made up of army officer® and 
their families, and soldiers; therefor© 
the attendants of the church is con¬ 
stantly changing. Membership In the 
church, because of this, Is In two class 
eo. regular members, as in home 
churches, and affiliated members. The* 
latter class is composed of those who 
are church members at home. In the 
United States, but who. during their 
residence in Manila, are identified with 
the Presbyterian church. The Rev 
Dr. 6. B. Rosslter, who w*ae for nearly 
thirty years a New York pastor. Is in 
cliarge of the Manila churdh, the Rev. 
Mr. Hlllls being associate. 

Work Is about to be commenced on 
a chapel building for the Manila con¬ 
gregation. to ooet $12,000, toward w'hlch 
sum $10,000 has been raised. The whole 
plan contemplate® a church plant to 
cost $36,000. which will not be built, 
however, for several years. The chipei 
to to seat 400 and 19 to be constructed 
of cement blocks fastened log©’her 
with iron rods, to be earth-quake proof. 
Provision Is made for a roof-garden. 
Mr HlUl* explains that the pastoral 
work In this congregation, because of 
the constantly changing personnel, re¬ 
quires that constantly a larg* number 
of calls l>e made In order that the 
places of those who return to the 
States, or who are sent by the Govern¬ 
ment to other parts of the Miuids may 
be filled. The climate does not favor 
energetic work and many of the mis¬ 
sionaries hs've to go to Japan or return 
to the United States, seeking health. 

The Presbyterian church In Manila 
Is entirely distinct from the work of 
the Presbyterian Board of Foreign 
Missions maintained for the natives of 
the Islands, and is designed only for the 
English-speaking residents of the city. 
A difficulty of the work has hitherto 
been the lack of adequate means of 
transportation. Many of the congrega¬ 
tion live several miles from the church, 
and until the completion of the trolley 
toad Just opened they had to walk to 
church or pay high Lires In hacks. Iu 
many cases as much ns a doilnr hud to 
be paid a hackman to take people to 
nnd from church, and even at that rat» 
backs are scarce and some had to pa¬ 
tronize the liveries and pay from two 
to four dollars. These charges ar© hl«h. 
but horses are scarce In Manila; th©v 
die easily, and feed Is expensive. By 
using the trolley road people living at 
the most remote points will be able to 
attend the church bv spending not 
more than twenty cents car fare. 

The Rev. Mr. Hlllls speaks In glow¬ 
ing terms of the teachers sent out by 
the United States Government to teach 
the English language In the Philippine 
schools. English, he says. Is rapidly 


coming to occupy a place that th® 
Spanish language never did. It la even 
now possible for an American to travel 
to almost any village and town of th© 
Islands with the assurance that he will 
find someone to act as interpreter for 
him. Within two years, he thinks. Eng¬ 
lish will be the only language henri In 
the courts. American teachers in the 
schools are not j>ermitte<i to use ©ny 
but the English language, even to make 
explanations. Th© result Is that lit© 
Filipino children and young people are 
gaining a thorough and practical 
knowledge of the language. 

X AGLIPAY’S CLAIM. 


An American w'ho has been three 
years In the Philippines, and Is a care- 
ful observer, returns home to say that 
of the 7,600,000 people always hereto¬ 
fore counted as Roman Catholics, Ag- 
llpay claims to have no fewer* than 
8,000,000. The observer In question says 
he made careful Inquiries from those 
in the best position to know, and he 
found no reason to doubt the Aglipay 
claim. This observer declare* it is not 
connected In ajiy way with the Protes¬ 
tant bodies from the United States that 
are now forking In the Philippines. 
Wien Aglipay first Inaugurated in¬ 
dependent work he went to the Protes¬ 
tant leaders for conference, and the 
story goes that he offered to make all 
of them bishops If they would come 
with him. They declined, saying they 
were already as near bishops as he 
could make them. This observer thinks 
the whole tendency of the Aglipay 
movement, as It Is developing, to be 
toward Protestantism, and he says It Is 
stated on good authority that Aglipay 
himself does not expect the movement 
to last. It Is said that Aglipay. the 
Philippine leader and bishop, made hls 
movement a Reformed Catholic one. 
rather than a Protestant one, because 
by so doing he felt sure of drawing 
more heavily upon Catholic member¬ 
ship. The observer before referred to 
thinks Aglipay’s Judgment to have 
been good, since in one province alono 
the American Bible agents sold last 
year to Aglipay leaders no fewer than 
50.000 Blblrs and Testaments. He thinks 
that eventually the Aglipay movement 
will disintegrate, and a small part go 
back to the Catholic Church from 
whence It came, and the rest be ab- 
i sorbed by the various Protestant bodies 
that are now getting footholds and 
commanding the confidence of the Fili¬ 
pinos In their own Islands. 


INDEPENDENT IN AMERICA. 


It Is not generally known that the 
Roman Catholic Church In the United 
States Is more independent from Rome 
and less harassed by the red tape of 
the Roman congregations than the 
church in any other part of tho w'orld. 
Within the last few years there ha* 
been a pronounced tendency In Rome 
Itself to give tho American hierarchy 
a freer hand In the administration of

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without children ; it

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the church, and the consequence is 
that, while only twenty years ago 
propaganda had to bo consulted about 
the smallest matters many important 
decisions are now made by the Amor- 
icaji bishops and approved at Romo 
without discussion. Since the arrange¬ 
ment was made for American arch¬ 
bishops to meet twice a year thoso 
archbishops have obtained practical 
control of all matters affecting the 
church here. Decisions made by thorn 
are simply referred to the authorltlen 
at Rom© as matter of form. Espe¬ 
cially Is the church In America more 
independent of Rome In the appoint¬ 
ment of Its bishops than In any other 
country of the world. In Europe and 
In all of the missionary countries un¬ 
der the control of propaganda bishops 
are selected either by the Pope direct 
or by propaganda, without any sug¬ 
gestions being accepted from the local 
church. For this reason It has hap¬ 
pened that complete strangers have 
been put over dioceses by direct action 
at Rome. In the United States It to 
the bishops of the province who sug¬ 
gest thro© names for their new su¬ 
perior, and their recommendation has 
rarely been disregarded In Rome, with¬ 
in tho last few years at least. Dis¬ 
pute* between bishops and priests, 
which twenty years ago were always 
submitted to Rome for adjustment, are 
now peaceably adjusted here. This 
tendency toward comparative Inde¬ 
pendence of the American Church finds 
now many upholders in Romo itself, 
and Is In consequence of errors com¬ 
mitted In years gone by at the propa¬ 
ganda In the settlement of American 
church affairs. 


LITTLE GIRL DIES 

OF ACUTE INDIGESTION. 


Acute Indigestion, supposed to have 
been produced by swallowing pieces 
of grass and weeds, caused the death 
early yesterday morning of Mary Thel¬ 
ma fiherinan, the four-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of Charles Sherman, of 1926 Crop 
street, driver for the Louisville Trans¬ 
fer Company. The child was playing 
In the yard Friday afternoon "picking 
flowers" ns she told her mother.

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Wanted—More end Cheaper Alcohol. 

At a recent meeting of the Associa¬ 
tion of Licensed Automobile Manufac¬ 
turers in New Tork considerable at¬ 
tention was given to the question of 
using alcohol as a substitute for gaso¬ 
line in gas engines, and an appropria¬ 
tion wna made for an Investigation of 
this matter. 

This step was prompted by the In¬ 
creasing demand for gasoline, the sup¬ 
ply of which is necessarily limited, and 
Ita consequent rise in price. This de¬ 
mand has been mainly due to the de¬ 
velopment of the gas engine, which is 
now employed not only In automobllee, 
but in boats and in many industries 
for the generation of power. Even the 
railways are adopting this form of en¬ 
gine, and its utilization in this field 
promises almost Indefinite extension. 
Thus, with only a limited quantity ol 
gasoline to draw from, and that In the 
control of the Standard Oil monopoly, 
the Important ajiyi growing Industries 
dependent on tlri gas engine would be 
In a precarious condition If gasoline 
were the only fuel suitable tor that 
engine. 

Fortunately this Is not the case. Al¬ 
cohol answers this purpose better In 
some re**pecta thpn gaKrtine. and the 
supply of alcohol Is exhaustless. In 
Great Britain there Is already a 
movement looking to the substitution 
of alcohol for gasoline. 

That alcohol, a product so useful in 
many arts and Industries, is not ob¬ 
tainable cheaply is due to our mon¬ 
strous tax laws, both tariff and excise. 
The production of alcohol could be 
made one of the largest and most bene¬ 
ficial industries In this country- It 1» 
already such in Germany. On this 
point the Motor World says: 

•‘What may be accomplished and what 
has been accomplished In less than a dec¬ 
ade is amazingly exemplified In Oermany'f 
tr«stment of the subject and her remark¬ 
able success The empire has no vast pe¬ 
troleum supply, but Is absolutely depend¬ 
ent upon outside sources for this vital 
necessity of every-day life Considering 
it. however, solely as a war measure, leg¬ 
islation was psesed totally exempting de¬ 
natured alcohol from taxation. The re¬ 
sult wm Immediate, and Its far-reaching 
effect has astounded even its promulgat¬ 
ors. 

‘Apparatus so simple that every farm¬ 
er the country over was enabled to pro¬ 
duce alcohol from surplus potatoes, the 
refus* of the beet sugar factories and 
similar by-products has been provided at 
low cost, and within five or six years the 
arrlrulturu! Interests were turning out 
ond marketing more than jn.ftfn.oro gallons 
of denatured alcohol annually for indus¬ 
trial purposes at prices ringing from 10 
to 23 cents per gallon, according to the 
purpose for which it was to be used. The 
substances employed for rendering the al¬ 
cohol vnportble vary considerably in 
price, but the very cheapest are avail¬ 
able when It Is to b# used a* a fuel, so 
that whore the cost Is concerned Germany 
now produces alcohol which can be had 
a? cheap. If not cheaper, than gasolene 
enn be had In this country, 

"An exhibit was held In Berlin In in 
• • which everything from a hand lamp up 
to a mining locomotive run by alcohol 
was shown in operation, and its effect 
wn« widespread in the introduction of 
apparatus Intended for thfs purpose. Thli 
Is an apt illustration of what can be 
done by proper methods.** 

Ellhu Thompson, the scientist, re- 
nently called attention to the fact that 
In Cuba alcohol of high grade (s ob¬ 
tainable at from twelve to fifteen cents 
a gallon. "If agricultural wastes were 
turned Into alcohol.'* he says, ' this 
price could probably be met In m&fiy 
parts of the world.** tils experiments 
show that alcohol is more suitable as 
fuel for the explosive engine than gas¬ 
oline or anything else. "Were it not.'* 
he adds, "for our abominable Import 
taxes, amounting to about 14 per gal¬ 
lon for alcohol Imported Into the United 
States and an Internal revenue tax 
about $2 per gallon on that manufac¬ 
tured In the United States, alcohol 
brought In from Cuba would cost prob- 


Tuberculosis. 

The first annual meeting. In Wash¬ 
ington City, during the past week of 
the National Association for the Study 
and Prevention of Tuburculosls was at¬ 
tended by 200 prominent physicians 
from all parts of the country, and In 
the opinion of Dr. Edward L. Tru- 
dean, of Saranac. N. Y., the president, 
marks an epoch In the warfare on the 
Great White Plague. 

The discussions of the association 
proceeded upon two ideas, the truth of 
which Is taken as established: that 
consumption Is a preventable disease, 
And that In Its early stages It Is cur- 
kble. To promote both of these ends 
Dr. Trudean lays much stress upon 
education. This was taken up by Dr. 
William Osier, one of the vice presi¬ 
dents. who attended the meeting on 
the eve of his departure for Euroope. 
He paid a high compliment to Dr. Tru- 
dean, and went on to say that educa¬ 
tion is needed for the public, for the 
profession add for the patient. The 
enactment of good laws is needed, and 
attention to the patient In the earlier 
stages Is requisite. The profession 
needs education, for thi ; oung practi¬ 
tioner is rarely able to diagnose cor¬ 
rectly an incipient case. Dr. Osier 
took strong ground against keeping 
the patient in ignorance of the actual 
malady. The physician ought frankly 
to tell the patient the nature of the 
disease by which the chances of a cure 
will be greatly Increased. A failure to 
do so makes physicians criminal par¬ 
ticipants with the friends of the pa¬ 
tients. 

No doubt a great deal of education 
la demanded for the accomplishment of 
the purposes which this association 
has in view. ThS value of such educa¬ 
tion cannot be questioned, even If we 
believe that some of the physicians are 
too sanguine as to the possibilities. 
That the ravages of consumption can 
be greatly lessened by sanitary pre¬ 
cautions no longer admits of serious 
question, and the work of the new as¬ 
sociation ought to receive all the en¬ 
couragement wlflch It la reasonably 
possible to extend. 


The Tribune Stirred Up.

If they 
fallow out their threat#, to find thotn- 
te'.ve* powerfully promoting the move¬ 
ment of tariff revision Probably a ma¬ 
jority of tbs Republicans of the country 
who believe In the general principle and 
policy of protection are cOnvinred that 
the tariff made eight years ago has In 
some respect* been outgrown. The call 
for revision was heard on ev*ry side a 
few month* Sgo. Great Republican clubs 
Ilk* the Union League gave expression to 
It. Republican platforms recognized It. 
Other ’more acute topics, like railway rate 
regulation and trust Investigation have 
attracted popular attention somewhat 
from It for the moment, bin slight 
demonstration of excrescences In the tar¬ 
iff or unmeasured greed In Its beneficiaries 
will be required to arouse an overwhelm¬ 
ing popular sentiment which may not be 
content with moderate readjustment to 
new irade condition*, but may work seri¬ 
ous damage to manufacturing intercuts." 

After an apology for selling goods at 
a cut rate abroad to dispose of surplus 
accumulations thd Tribune says that 
the progress of industry has mad© it 
possible to sell goods at home at a 
reasonable profit for a much lower 
price than the tariff permits manufac¬ 
turers to chgrge. It goes on to say that 
"when the startl-patters drive home to 
the people a realization of the fact that 
steel rails can be purchased abroad for 
the Panama railroad at $20 a ton, 
whereas they would compel our Gov¬ 
ernment to pay our manufacturers $33 
a ton. though our manufacturers would 
deliver these same rails In Great Brit¬ 
ain for $22 a ton. which coat them at 
Pittsburg about 512 & ton. Instead of 
winning sympathy for our traders, so

If there be a scoffer here 
present to raise eyebrows or cast cold 
water upon these assertions, let him 
consult the Vassarlon. The silent por¬ 
traits presented In that publication 
speak for themselves. Again, however, 
lest there remain any possibility of of- 
fenso, let It be' repeated: Far be It 
from a Kentuckian to take liberties 
with a delicate etc., etc., etc. 

But What has been told does not tell 
all the story of the feminization of the 
college girl. There is much more. 

In the same Vossarlan appear* the 
most tncrl/nlnating evidence yet pro¬ 
duced In support of the feminization 
tendency.

But had to go away; 

Such things os men may not come then. 

For they profane the day. 

Instead. I darned my weekly socks. 

And sorted o’er the rest. 

I did my math, I took my bath 
And straightened up my desk. 

"I wrote my special topic 
And copied It with care; 

An hour or two I gossiped through 
And then shampooed my hair. 

My brother came that Sunday— 

But had to go away; 

Such things as men may not come then. 
For they profane the day." 

There'* caustic, girly irony for you. 
Can't you see the fair author pouting 
irresistibly and flashing her eye* petu¬ 
lantly *d she wrote* those line*. 

Another poem beating witness to the 
growth of sentiment among the college 
girls In this on "Halloween 
"A pumpkin sat by a looking glass. 

His face cut all askew, 

*1 te-Il you what,* he sputtered out, 
'Statistics prove It's true! 

Why, marriage and the college girl 
Arc unconnected topics. • 

'TIs quite as sane to talk at once 
Of Icebergs nnd the tropics.* 

The looking glass said not a word. 

The pumpkin not another. 

For right there by the gloss she stood— 
Not looking for her brother." 

If this sort of thing keep* up it will 
not be a great while before the college 
girls will have mastered the complete 
secret of how to be both feminine and 
Intellectual. Then they will be. Indeed, 
sweet dream* incarnate, lu*clou» com¬ 
minglings of wit and peaches, human 
and wingless angels, eloquent sym¬ 
phonies of coiffures and wisdom, trans¬ 
cendent treasures of sugar and irre- 
sistlbleness, translucent—but not trans¬ 
parent-embodiment* of starlight and 
elusiveness, glorious creatures of sym¬ 
pathy and mystery. Verily, they will 
be all that. 

Heretofore the trouble has been that 
too often when learning went Into a 
woman’s head femininity went out at 
her elbows, and when she had fem¬ 
ininity she scorned mentality. Now 
It may be possible to find more fem¬ 
inine girls who are not silly and more 
Intellectual girls who are not stony.

The Vassar girl. 

John Knox. 

The retiring Moderator of the Pres¬ 
byterian General Assembly in tension 
at Fort Worth, Tex., recommended that 
to-day be observed as the four hun¬ 
dredth anniversary of the birth of 
John Knox, the famous Scottish re¬ 
former. It appears that this was done 
at the suggestion of the alliance of 
the reformed churches of Scotland. 

John Knox was born In 1005, but the 
books of reference accessible do not 
mention the month or day. He w as born, 
therefore, at a time when unity almost 
complete prevailed throughout Chris¬ 
tendom, but forces were at work which 
promised centuries of controversy nnd 
bitter struggle*. America had been 
discovered but thirteen years before. 
In 1505 Martin Luther, originally in¬ 
tended for the legal profession, was 
graduated at the University of Erfurt, 
and in the same year, having changed 


his plans, entered the Augustin an 
monastery at Erfurt, being then in hla 
twenty-second year. 

John Knox, coming Into activity In 
thi* period of 6torm and stress, pre¬ 
cisely when he reached manhood, was 
well fitted tio shine In such a crisis. 
studied at the University of St. Andrew 
and subsequently became a teacher of 
philosophy there, having taken orders. 
He was a man of strong convictions 
and he had the courage to defend them. 
The result w«* that he soon got Into 
trouble, and the greater part of his life 
w-aa a record of struggle, of alternate 
defeat and triumph. Breaking looje 
from the religious views of hlz earlier 
years he battled manfully for his 
adopted conviction* and from the ne¬ 
cessities of the times hud part In the 
politics of Scotland a* well a* In theo¬ 
logical disputation*. He was compelled 
to endure many hardships as the price 
of his Independence. He was a galley 
slave for nineteen months. More than 
once he was compelled to flee from his 
native land, and he pawed hhlrty 
months a pastor of a small English 
congregation at Geneva. There he was 
brought into association with Calvin. 
Beza ojnd other distinguished men, ar.d 
these month* are *ald to have been 
the happiest of his life. While In Gen¬ 
eva he was sentenced In his absence 
from Scotland to be burned a* a heretic 
and the sentence was executed upon his 
effigy. This afforded him an opportu¬ 
nity to write a book In h'» own de¬ 
fense, which he did. About the same 
time he wrote a tract entitled "The 
First Trumpet Bla*t Against the Mon¬ 
strous Regiment of Women." In this 
title the word "regiment" is used jn It* 
older sense to denote rule or govern¬ 
ment, and the tract was a protest 
against the rule of Mary, Queen of 
England, and Mary, of Guise, regent 
of Scotland. In It will be seen that 
Knox was by no means an advocate 
of woman's right to rule. Nevertheless, 
he profited by the accession of Eliza¬ 
beth to the English throne, but soon 
got into trouble with Mary, Queen of 
Soot*, who caused him to be tried for 
treason. He was, however. acquitted 
of this charge, but his political troubles 
did not cease tmtll a short time before 
he died. 

In 1670 he was stricken with paralysis 
and he died In Edinburgh November 
24, 1572, at the age of stxty-eeven. 

John Knox was not so much a man 
of commanding Intellectuality as of 
commanding personality. His emi¬ 
nence was not primarily that of a 
thinker He well Illustrates the truth 
that particular periods of the world's 
history call for men of particular 
qualifications. The dominant note in 
the character of Knox wa* his unflinch¬ 
ing courage. "He never feared the face 
of man." In a time of peace nnd gen¬ 
eral tranquillity he would still have 
been a man of mark, but he would 
hardly have stood in the front rank. 
The crisis which his people were 
obliged to face called for a man of hh 
peculiar gifts, and he sprang at once 
into a position of leadership of what 
ultimately proved th* stronger faction. 
That the success which was obtained 
by his party was due in a great meas¬ 
ure to his Influence cannot be doubted. 
His magnificent courage, his abounding 
energy, hi* intense earnestness, marked 
him out n» the man for the occasion. 
And after the lapse of four hundred 
years from his birth his Influence on 
the destinies of the world Is atill felt. 


The protectionists are squirming un¬ 
der the announcement that Uncle Sam 
does not propose to be gouged by the 
tariff system which he maintains to 
gouge his people, but w ill buy the sup¬ 
plies for the Panama canal where he 
can got them to the best advantage.

We 
have built up the policy of protective tar¬ 
iff In this country on the basis of higher 
prices. Those prices were higher because 
we paid our labor better wages. People 
have become more cognizant every year 
of the benefits of that policy, and under¬ 
stand the reason for higher prices. The 
country would rather pay u little more 
for something that is made at homo, fur¬ 
nishing employment for home work, and 
giving them better pay, than thitr more 
unfortunate neighbors abroad enjoy. If 
the Government Is to be the complainant 
against the prices that are the result of 
this employment of American labor at 
American wages It will certainly furnish 
a theme for some very interesting delib¬ 
erations over the tariff." 

Sometimes the protectionists tell us 
that their tariff does not increase 
prices, but, on tho contrary, cheapens 
them. And sometimes, as In this In¬ 
stance. they tell us that the tariff does 
Increase prices because that Is made 
necessary by the Increased wages under 
the tariff. In fact, there are few 
things, however inconsistent, that tho 
protectionists do not tell us in order 
to make a point In support of their 
system.

MRS. ANNA VINCENT WINS. 


DEATH CLAIM OF $2,000 AOAIN8T 
HAILWAY COMPANY ALLOWED. 


SIX DECREES OF DIVORCE. 


Mrs. Anna D. Vincent, of Shelbyvllle. 
was given a verdict for $2,250 against 
the Louisville and Eastern Railroad 
Company In Judge Field’s court yester¬ 
day, Special Judgo John 9. Jackman 
presiding. The plaintiff was the victim 
of an unusual accident while a passen¬ 
ger on an eostbound car of the de¬ 
fendant Sunday afternoon, November 
27. 1904. Several negroes were allowed 
to sit In the white compartment, the 
colored compartment having become 
crowded, and a difficulty arose between 
one of them and the conductor. The 
wrangle quickly developed Into a fight, 
which caused a considerable stir among 
the passengers. 

Mrs. Vincent, fearing injury, ran to 
the rear of the car and Jumped off. 
At that moment it happened to be 
passing over a high hill and she fell a 
considerable distance. She had hnrd- 
ly struck the ground when the motor- 
man and conductor, who had gotten the 
mastery of the obstreperous negro, 
flung him from the rear platform in an 
unconscious condition. His body Is 
alleged to have struck Mrs. Vincent and 
caused her further painful Injury. The 
defendant was blamed for the “care¬ 
less” manner In which Its agents eject¬ 
ed the negro. Mrs. Vincent declared 
that on account of her illness which 
followed she was unable to retain her 
position of teacher.

Emery, who has been the leader of 
the employers' forces In the metrop¬ 
olis of the Pacific, has had an unusual 
and unique experience In the labor 
question.

EXPRESS DRIVERS LOSE OUT. 


Chicago, May 20.—Lacking only an 
official declaration, the great team¬ 
sters’ strike came to an end to-night. 
The Executive Committee of the Inter¬ 
national Brotherhood of Teamsters, 
the only body within the organization 
that has the power to declare the 
strike at and end, was In session all 
through the early part of the night, 
and the strike could not be said to be 
over until that body had announced 
that the fight had ceased. 

It was a day of conferences and con¬ 
sultations; there were propositions and 
counter propositions, and at nightfall 
the situation was practically the same 
ss in the morning. The teamsters have 
accepted all of the terms of the employ 
«rs with the exception of that relating 
to the reinstatement of the drivers for 
ihe seven express companies. 

• • « 

May Not Be Re-employed. 

These men were informed when they 
went out on a sympathetic strike that 
they were violating their contracts 
with the companies in so doing, and 
that nons of them would ever be re¬ 
employed again in any capacity. The 
unions have made a desperate effort 
to save the positions of these men, or 
at least a part of them, but so far have 
been unsuccessful. It is possible that 
the Executive Committee of the team¬ 
sters’ may declare to-night that it is 
In favor of continuing tho strike 
against the express companies. To 
protect themselves against such a con¬ 
tingency, however, the members of the 
employers' Association this afternoon 
insisted that if the strike is called off 
in all places except the express com¬ 
panies, the drivers of the other busi¬ 
ness houses shall not refuse to deliver 
goods to the express companies. «Tha 
unions have agreed to this, and tho ex¬ 
press drivers will be compelled to make 
their own fight If the strike is called 

off in all other places.

Terms of Settlement. 


Harrodaburg, Ky., May 20.— [Spe¬ 
cial.]—Prof. H. H. Walker, Superin¬ 
tendent of County Schools, was to-day 
given judgment for $10,000 against D. 
C. Heath & Co., publishers of school 
books, the amount sued for on the 
alleged forfeiture of the bond of the 
defendant company with the State of 
Kentucky to sell their books at a uni¬ 
form price throughout the State. The 
Judgment will be held in abeyance, 
however, until the question of Jurisdl<> 
tlon is passed upon by the Court of 
Appeals. Prof. Walker also filed suits 
for the same amount against Maynard k 
Merrill Ac Co. and Rand, McNally & 
Co., but these were not passed upon, 
pending the result in Heath & Co/d 
case. Similar suits have been filed in 
several counties in Kentucky, and 
where they have been tried Judgment 
has been been given, but there Is a 
contention that the first case to lie 
decided is the only one that can recover 
against the company sued.

Ashland, Ky.. May 20.—[Special.]— 
Senator J. N. Camden, of Parkersburg, 
W. Va., president of the Northern Coal 
and Coke Company, spent part of yes¬ 
terday and to-day in the general office* 
of the company at this place, going 
over the company’s affairs with its 
general manager. 

The Senator talked very freely about 
the company's property and its hold¬ 
ings of 325.000 acres of coal land on the 
headwaters of the Big Sandy and Ken¬ 
tucky rivers, comprising the great coal 
fields of Northeastern Kentucky. When 
pressed for a confirmation or denial of 
the report lately published In the Cin¬ 
cinnati papers that his company, or Its 
holdings, were owned or controlled by 
the Great Central mil rood system, he 
stated that the rumor was entirely 
without foundation. He said that the 
Northern Coal and Coke Company was 
controlled by stockholders not connect¬ 
ed with any railroad company what¬ 
ever; that the Northern had not sold 
or agreed to sell Its stock, coal property 
or any part of it, to any railroad com¬ 
pany or interests. The Senator said 
that no railroad company or Interests 
ow ns or has control or direction of the 
affairs of the Northern; that his com¬ 
pany was anxious to have its property 
developed and Its coal and coke open 
to the markets, nnd would encourage 
any and all railroads to build Into its 
territory. He seemed to be enthusiastic 
as to the great value of the company’s 
coal fields and the superior quality of 
the coal and coke.

ONCE GREAT STAR LABORERS. 


ABEBALL as a business Is one 
Into which* I would never advise 
a young man to fro unless he enn 
afford to lose two. three, or per¬ 
haps five years frojn his life career and 
•use them In completing Ills worldly edu¬ 
cation. says Janies E. Ryan, the former 
National League star outfielder. 

The big salaries that nr4 paid the ball 
players of the National and American 
Leagues are alluring to thousands of 
young men. skilled players at school, or 
on tho prairies, but I say to them, play 
the game for sport If you must, but 
never enter it ns a profession. 

The average professional baseball play¬ 
er’s career ns an earning player, com¬ 
manding a big salary. Is less than three 
y*-ar». He starts perhaps on the prairies 
tmd develops talent. He then Joins a 
genii -professional team and commands 
perhaps $6 a game, or $10 If he Is a pitcher 
of merit. Ho goes then Into a minor 
league, drawing perhaps $126 a month for 
five months. In two years he may be¬ 
come a star In his league and get Into 
the National or American. Hla salary 
at the start will not be over $1,500 a year— 
In spite of the figures given out by mag¬ 
nates. 

• • • 

Small Chance of Success. 


At that time he has been playing ball 
Steadily four years and earned $2,ti35—an 
average of $631 a year—and this calcu¬ 
lated on the basis of one year In a major 
league. The chances aro all against his 
“making good** the first year m the lug 
league, for not one In thirty who -ar* 
tried out during the spring training trips 
■of the big clubs holds his place on July 
1. He goes back to the minors for an¬ 
other year, perhaps, getting $1,000 to $£,0 0 
a yuar as a star ami tries again the next 
year. or. more probably, never is beard 
of again. 

After a man is tried, accepted and giv¬ 
en a regular place on a major league 
team ho doeu not average three years be¬ 
fore ho Is sent back to tho mln<vrs aa a 
back number. Ho may. If a wonder, com¬ 
mand a salary of $4,'A* one or two years, 
but 1 will wager that the average young 
man who starts out to mak# baseball his 
profession does not average as much dur¬ 
ing his baseball career as a well-paid 
clerk In any dry good* etore. 

The college man. who during his four | 
years at some big institution, has de¬ 
veloped wonderful talent at baseball. Is 
scarcely to be blamed for trying tho bJg 
leagues for a year or two. Usually Ids 
TtfLrepta have money nnd he can afford to 
a short time In gathering experience 
and seeing the country'. If he cannot, ho 
would better rtart tit his life work as 
soon us he gets hto degree. If he do*a 
not. he may play baseball five, perhaps 
ten yeans lunger—and then begin at the 
bottom of tho ladder, unskilled In any 
special Hne, and look for a position which 
pay# but a small salary. 

• • • 

Learn Extravagant Habits. 


The worst fault of the baseball busi¬ 
ness Is that it teaches young men the 
habit of extravagance and high living. 
Naturally the players on each grp*at twain 
are lauded us herooa by their admirers; 
the now#papers are full of accounts of 
their doings; they meet hundreds of "good 
fellows” who want them to drink, 6rook# 
or carouse with them. They meet 
"•ports.” They spend their money for 
rich clothe#, wines, costly cigars and dia¬ 
mond#, and usually when they are mid- 
denly confronted with & r ten-days* notice 
of the diamonds are about all that 

they have left to show for the earnings 
of yours. The oidrtlnu-rs were more recK- 
leas In this regard than the now genera¬ 
tion of boll player#, but {Iter* are enough 
youngsters now' wasting money. 

To me it Is a sod commentary on the 
game to see the great stars of other 
days tolling us day lajtorers. The greatest 
pitcher of them all is digging ditches In 
Indianapolis; perhaps tho greatest ln- 
fieider tho world has known la clerking In 
a cigar store at $12 a week. I have seen 
him spend $300 In one night I find them 
In cheap saloons, on police forces, in city 

• Jobs, but few In nny established business. 

, and still fewer accumulating wealth. 

They wasted their years of time on tho 
ball field and wasted tho money that they 

* earned. 

There Is opportunity. I admit, for a 
young playor who will work hard and 
save his money, and devote himself en¬ 
tirely to his business, to lay up enough 
to start him In some small, respectable 
business when hla arm glv«*s out or his 
muscles stiffen up.

1IE Football Rule# Committee has 
received many suggestion# re¬ 
garding changes, but the mem¬ 
ber© seem unwllHng to act. Sev¬ 
eral meeting© have been set and ns many 
times postponed, and now It 1© said that 
tint same action will be taken at the time 
uf the Intercollegiate Athletic Associa¬ 
tion meet' the latter part of this month. 
That the changes will be to more open 
play 1# evident from the comment# of the 
college p*i>er© and the following from the 
Harvard Bulletin; 

"It has been generally expected that 
the football committee which represents 
th# leading college* of the Euat and fixe© 
the rules under which th© game to played, 
would, before this, have decided what 
changes should be made lu the playing 
rule© for the coming season. But the com¬ 
mittee find# that it has no easy task on 
hand. There are plenty of suggestions, 
but most of them do nut api©*al to mem¬ 
bers of tho committees, which seem# to 
be conservative nnd reactionary In the ex¬ 
treme. Public opinion demands a radical 
change In the regulations of the game 
of football, and the expert# who draw up 
the rule# might u# wall m#k© up their 
minds to fail In with the current. They 
may not do so thl© year, but they will 
soon. At present the committee Is not 
disposed to look with favor on any ma¬ 
terial departure frum thq rule# of last 
season. 

"One member is quoted a# saying, for 
instance, that the suggestion that the 
forward pas© be permitted Is absurd Why 
to It absurd? The rule that forbid© the 
forward pas# to purely technical; it does 
not affect the game it©«*lf It to of no 
m«o«' Importance than the balk-line rule 
which obtains In ©ome games of bUilurd©.

Mr. Peter's victory on Swlftwlng Is not 
the first which has stamped him as a 

K ent athlete, for awuy back In his col- 
?e days at Yale, Peter carried tho colors 
of Old Ell to many a victory, and more 
than once his five points In th*.* hurdles 
or sprints won a banner for tho blue. 

At Fitchburg. Mas*.. In 1SS8, he not only 
won the sixty-yard high hurdlee, but even 
eclipsed the world’s record. A few month* 
after this feat he ran a dead heat In the 
100-yard dash with Arthur Duffey, who 
was then at tho zenith of his career on 
the cinder path. 

In thb memorable Indoor meetings of 
the Boston Athletic Association at Bos¬ 
ton. Peters was always scratch man In 
the classic 48-yard low hurdles, and 
has with him as a sample of hts prowess 
several beautiful sliver shields awarded 
the victor in this hurdle event. 

Mr. Peter rode a race yesterday the like 
of which hos not been seen at Churchill 
Downs nor at any other race track for 
some time. In going between the fence 
and Blue Mint Mr. Peter took a chance 
that not one Jockey In a hundred would 


appeal 

if he would go over th» fence, nut he did 
not. Then again ho displayed remarkable 
horsemanship when he changed his bat 
from his right to hi* left hand when 
crowded on the pole without hi* horse 
losing his stride, a feat that Is not often 
witnessed. 

Mr Peter's victory was a popular one. 
Wherever ‘ Jack" has been he has always 
left behind him a host of friends. To L»u- 
lirvllle people the name of "JAck" may ap¬ 
pear strange, but no college man In the 
East know* Mr Peters by any other name 
than "Jack" Peters.

Facts About De Bar. 


De Bar. the colt which wears the laur¬ 
el* fairly won In the Nursery Stake yes¬ 
terday. showed himself to be a great colt, 
one worthy to be ranked with George 
C. Bennett end Charlie Eastman, as the 
best two-year-old trio which the Wo»t 
has shown this season, and It can prob¬ 
ably be safely said In several years. This 
colt made his first start In a race yes¬ 
terday. bat he had not been before un¬ 
known to fame. 

He wo* bred by Martin Doyle, tho well- 
known Bourbon-county breeder, and is by 
Algol, out of Slater, the dam of S.ster 
Mary, ono of the greatest ruoe mares of 
her day. Mr. Doyle usually breeds for 
the yearling market, but he was so much 
Impressed with this colt that he declined 
to sell him, and placed him last faU in 
the hands of Trainer Jack Baker, at the 
I^xlngton truck. The colt showed h-gh 
speed from tho time ho was broken, and 
this spring he startled Bluegraee turfmen 
by working a half mile over the hill of 
the Kentucky Association course In .47*4, 
with stake weight U 4 >, a feat never before 
accomplished in tho long history of that 
farnou* trmck. 

The news of this performance soon 
spread abroad, and W. R. Woodard, Jr., 
formerly owner of The Devil and othti 
*r>od horses, und one cf the best of the 
younger set of trainers, went up from 
Nashville to see him. Thornton Moore, a 
wealthy young man of Lexington, who 
had been a schoolmate and warm per¬ 
sonal friend of Woodard, had been anx¬ 
ious to bay a good horso. and Mr. Wood¬ 
ard lost little time In purchasing the colt 
for his friend at the gr od prtce of $4,- 
OOtM The deal was conceded 4>n May 8. 
and two days later Ds Bar *as shipped 
to Churchill Downs, where Mr. Woodard 
carefully prepared him expressly for the 
race of yesterday, bringing him to the 
post fit to run for his life. 

The colt is a superb Individual He has 
Hpbndld size and Is built on powerful 
line*, but notwithstanding hi* large di¬ 
mensions in every way, he has no waste 
material, and hi* legs are hard and clean 
an those of an Arabian* 

Mr. Moore, the owner of the colt. In¬ 
herited a taste for fine stock from hi* 
father. Thornton Moore, 8r.. who was a 
farmer nnd breeder of fine stock near 
Lexington. The elder Mooro died eevcrul 
v«*ars agd. leaving his son a fortune of 
about $100,000 De Bar Is the young own¬ 
er's first venture on the turf, and he 
claims no particular credit for Its suc¬ 
cess further than to have shown the dis¬ 
cretion to accept the advice of his friend 
Woodard. Mr Moore saw the race and 
Is said to have had a nice bet on. and 
this, with the value of the stake, repaid 
the colt's cost at hl*ftrst start.

Huntsville, Ala., May 20.—[Special.]— 
President Charles J. Lune, of the Ala¬ 
bama Commercial and Industrial Asso¬ 
ciation, In an Interview, protests 
against the indiscriminate Importation 
of Immigrants into this 8tate, and in 
strong words he tells his Idea of the 
conditions that will be brought about 
by flooding the State with undesirable 
people. Mr. Lane said: 

"1 um In full sympathy with an Immi¬ 
gration movement provided proper re¬ 
st rioiions are exercist-d. To be plum, 
l am for the South, especially Ala¬ 
bama, as a reserve for Americans or 
the best element of Americanised for¬ 
eigners. 1 am opposed to Importing the 
outcast of foreign nations, such as 
Russian Jews, Italians, Hungarians, 
Syrians and the degenerate element of 
foreign nations to our land. This may 
be & temporary, momentary relief, but 
on the future It will make a dark his¬ 
tory. I believe If we Import the out¬ 
casts of foreign nations we will huve 
serious race complications In the fu¬ 
ture. This class knows nothing of the 
negro, nothing of his relation with the 
whites, and a proper understanding of 
It comes alone with experience of years, 
or else must he transmitted from father 
to son, mother to daughter. If we 
restlessly Import an ignorant foreign 
element, planting them alongside of the 
negro. In fifty years we will have 
country of mongrels, ours, brlodle yel¬ 
low-eyed curs, representing the worst 
possible cross. I have children, even 
grandchildren, and I am bitterly op¬ 
posed to aiding or abetting a scheme 
which will‘entail upon them a veritable 
hell of a population and country. My 
fathers drew the line between the gen 
tie born and the slave. I believe in 
keeping It up, und every time I read 
of a labor strike, a bomb explosion or 
meet a coarse-haJred. low T -browed, lan¬ 
tern-jawed. stoop-shouldered, slab-sid¬ 
ed. knock-kneed, pigeon-toed foreigner 
I think better of the negro, and 
say thaw with a proper enforce¬ 
ment of our race and social distitic 
tlons, I greatly prefer the negro ov*r 
nil cheap white degenerates from for¬ 
eign nations. We should never b? 
guilty of the unwisdom of importing to 
our land a class w T ho. should they 
achieve success, would change, alter, 
degrade and desecrate the fair name 
and honored Institutions of the land of 
which we are justly proud. I am not 
only opposed to Inviting this class to 
Alabama, but favor announcing from 
the housetops that we do not want 
them.”

OTHERWISE PRESIDENT WILL 
REFER DISPUTE TO CONGRESS. 


WARSHIPS MAY BE SENT. 


Chicago, May 20.—A Waahlngton tele- 
gmm to the Tribune Faya: President 
Roosevelt and Secretary of War Taft 
are not letting the Bowen-Loomls con¬ 
troversy cloud the Issues between the 
United Staten and Venezuela, 

It developed to-day that Secretary 
Taft has been getting considerable In¬ 
formation from various sources In re¬ 
gard to the Venezuelan situation, and 
has formulated his recommendations 
os to the policy which should be 
adopted by the President In order io 
end the differences between this and 
the 8outh American Government. It 
can be stated authoritatively that the 
policy which practically hns been de¬ 
termined upon contemplates: 

The creation of nn opportunity for 
President Castro peaceably to settle the 
pending disputes. 

. 'In case of his failure to seize the 
opportunity the remission of all the 
facts to Congress, with a recommenda¬ 
tion that the President be empowered 
to compel the Castro Government to re¬ 
spect American Interests. 

• • • 

Will Force Castro To Terms. 


There is no Intention to proceed has¬ 
tily. But It Is proposed to pursue un¬ 
relentingly the policy requiring Ven¬ 
ezuela to live up to her International 
obligations. It has been the wish of 
Castro to befog the real differences It 
has with the Government of the United 
States In order to confuse the minds 
of the American people and make such 
a nauseous mess that there would be a 
general indisposition to attempt to 
clean It up. But this maneuver will not 
meet with success. 

Moreover, It has been charged by 
Mr. Bowen that Assistant Secretary of 
State Ijoomls has been the power which 
has defeated the attempt of the Amer¬ 
ican Government to bring Venezuela to 
terms, and that that official has nulli¬ 
fied the efforts which he made to effect 
a settlement. Whatever Loomis has 
done or has not done, it was wild to¬ 
day by high officials, he had acted In 
accordance with Instructions receive! 
from the President, Secretary Hay or 
Secretary Tuft. In other words, the 
policy which was followed was the Ad¬ 
ministration's policy. 

Emphatic evidence of this fact is to 
be given to both the people of the Unit¬ 
ed States and to Venezuela. Taft has 
pretty definitely made up his mind as 
to the offenalveness generally of Cas¬ 
tro's attitude. 

Evasion and defiance has been Its 
marked characteristics, 

Should President Roosevelt fall to 
press questions of settlement this 
time, the Venezuelan Government and 
the people would accept the decision as 
an abandonment of American Interests 
and they would suffer even more than 
previously. This Is the view of every¬ 
one familiar with the situation In Ven¬ 
ezuela. Including Minister Bowen.

Europe Depends On America. 


There would be another result which 
would be equally vital to this country. 
Europe, finding 4he United States dis¬ 
inclined to Intervene, In order td secure 
respect for foreign interests, would 
deem It necessary to bring Venezuela 
to terms. 

Great Britain, Germany and Italy, 
which constituted the blockading Tow¬ 
ers in 1902. have not been able to In¬ 
duce President Castro to live up to the 
terms which were made by his author¬ 
ity and signature, which were followed 
by the oessatlon of hostile measure. 

Since the blockade subjects of th^se 
three Powers have experienced '.ns*UlH 
and injuries, which their Governments 
declare cannot be much longer toler¬ 
ated. 

There Is an unwllMngneas cm the part 
of the Powers named to adopt forcible 
measures again. The feeling which 
was arousied In 4he United States 
three years ago on account of re¬ 
ports that the v Monroe docTlne 
would be violated. makes them 
chary about resurrecting it. They 
would prefer the United States to com¬ 
pel Venezuela, either by moral' pressure 
or force, to settle pacifically the dis¬ 
putes she has with them and the North 
American Republic. Their representa¬ 
tives at Washington notified tb* Plate 
Department, they would not raise a 
finger to aid Venezuela should this 
country deem It necessary to spank her 
soundly.

Pain, the man who made Pompeii 
famous, has another big pyrotechnic 
war spectacle this season that Is said 
to surpass all others of the open-air 
exhibitions of this noted producer.

Two hun¬ 
dred and fifty'voices are heard In the 
stirring national anthems, and priests 
are seen bestowing their blessing upon 
the soldiers ns they depart for battle 
Incidentally, there will be a pretty 
Russian dance and a series of acrobatic 
feats and high-class specialties by rfu- 
tive performers. One of the most in¬ 
teresting features of these special 
divertIsements will be the first appear¬ 
ance In America of the Imperial Jap¬ 
anese Guards, twenty-four In number, 
who are said to be the most marvelous 
adepts In the feat of high wall-scaling, 
etc. They will be seen in wall-scaling 
and fancy drills, and will also partici¬ 
pate In the battle scene. 

Following the surrender of the city of 
Port Arthur will occur the usual dis¬ 
play of Pain's fireworks.

Greenville, Ky., May 20.—[Special.]— 
County Judge T. J. Sparks to-day gave 
out the following statement: "I notice 
In the Courier-Journal of to-day a 
statement from Dr. Joseph M. Mathews, 
president of the Kentucky State Board 
of Health, stating that Muhlenberg 
county la to be put under quarantine, 
giving os a reason that the county offi¬ 
cials have withdrawn their support 
from the County Board of Health.' To 
fall to reply to that statement would 
not only be an Injustice to the county 
officials, but also to the county. The 
county officials of the county have 
compiled with every request of the 
Board of Health at all times and under 
all circumstances. 

"Dr. J. N. McCormack, of Bowling 
Green, was here and met the Fiscal 
Court some time In December, 1904. and 
he and the county board asked the 
court to make an order providing for 
the vaccination of all perrons In the 
county who were unable to procure vac- 
cinatlon for themselves and the court 
compiled with that request. The court 
was also asked to make an order pro¬ 
viding a pest house for the county and 
for the payment of all the nece^aarv 
guards, which request the court com¬ 
piled with to the letter. ^ . 

"The court was caned together at tne 
request of the County Board of Health 
on last Wednesday. May 17, and the 
board reported thut guards were doing 
no good and that It would be Incurring 
a useless expense to keep them longer 
and under those circumstances the 
court said It would no longer provide 
for the payment of guards. No one 
would regret more than I to see tne 
county quarantined and I stand ready 
as I have In the past to co-operate’with 
the proper authorities to prevent the 
ppread of smallpox and 1 take the liber¬ 
ty to say af» much for the rest of the 
county officials."

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T HE history of the Japanese Em¬ 
pire bolds stories of horror and 
bloodshed equal perhaps to any 
that darken the pages of the 
bistory of medieval Europe. Deep sym¬ 
pathy for brothers In affliction and an 
eagerness to alleviate suffering are 
marked Japanese characteristics, and 
yet until the year 1877 there Is no rec¬ 
ord of ary organisation of any kind 
among this people that had for Its ob¬ 
ject the mitigation of the dlHtres«e» 
consequent to war or any apparent at¬ 
tempt, Indeed, to lessen the miseries of 
those who fought for the honor and 
glory of the always beloved country. 

That Is why the Red Cross Society of 
Japan la more than ordinarily Interest¬ 
ing; why It Is appropriate that one 
should express admiring surprise at Its 
efficiency to meet and successfully dis¬ 
charge the unexpectedly enormous du¬ 
ties with which it ia confronted at thla 
national crisis. Less than twenty-five 
years ago Japan had no medical fra¬ 
ternity at all. Much less than fifty 
years ago surgery was a thing unknown

STORIES OF INTEREST FROM VARIOUS SOURCES. 


In 1853 when the ships of Commodore 
Perry were lying In the harbor of Yedo, 
now Toklo, wilting for a reply to the 
letter sent by the President of the 
United States to the Emperor of Japan, 
requesting open ports in the country for 
trade and coaling purposes, the Dalmyo 
of Mlto. one of the strongest of all the 
feudal lords of the Hermit Empire, ad¬ 
dressed to the Shogun a memorial, the 
first three clauses of which throw an 
astonishing light upon Japan’s present 
development. ! have before me a copy 
of Prof. Tnanzo Nltobe’B translation of 
this remarkable document. It begins: 

**The annals of our history speuk of 
the exploits of the grett who planted 
©ur banners on alien soil, but never was 
the clash of foreign arms hca. d .vithln 
the precincts of our holy ground. Let 
not our generation be the first to see 
the disgrace of a barbarian army 
treading on the land where our fathers 
rest. 

**Notw IthflPtandlng the strict Interdic¬ 
tion of Christianity, there are those 
guilty of the heinous crime of profess¬ 
ing the doctrines of this evil sect. If 
now America be once admitted Into our 
favor the rise of this faith la a matter 
of certainty. 

“Whatl Trade our gold, Bllver, cop¬ 
per. Iron and sundry useful materials 
for wool, glass and similar trashy little 
articles? Even the limited barter of 
the Dutch factory ought to have be-m 
■topped.” 

A copy of this strange paper was sent 
to all the Damlyos, or Provincial Gov¬ 
ernors In Japan with a request for 
their opinions upon the subject.

The society, of course, has Its hospital 
ships which are second to none on earth 
In the excellence of their accommoda¬ 
tion for the sick and wounded.

Russo-Japanese War at the naval bat¬ 
tle off Chemulpo, hut none of them 
were at hand and the French cruiser 
Rascal took twenty-four wounded Rus¬ 
sians orr the cruiser Varlag and landed 
'then< In the hands of the Red Cross so¬ 
ciety at Chemulpo.

IS LIGHTNING ALIVE? M. FLAMMARION’S SUGGESTIONS. 


Noted French Astronomer Has Made a Special Study of This Agency and Believes Its Freaks Are Not the Result of Sheer Accident. 


(Correspondence of ths Courier-Journal.] 

P ARIS, May 1L—“It would seem 
that lightning is a subtle being 
whose nature comes between 
the unoonsclouB ft)roe of plants 
and the conscious force of ondmmla It 
Is like elementary spirit—eccentric or 
rational, clever or silly, farseelng or 
blind, headstrong or Indifferent* pass¬ 
ing from one extreme to the other. It 
wriggles through space, it moves 
;among men with surprising agility, 
appearing and disappearing like—light- 
nlng.“ 

The speaker was Camille Flamnm- 
rion, the world-famous astronomer and 
•dentist, who had devoted much of 
his recent time and study to exploring 
the mysteries of ltghtniing which have 
baffled Mie ages. 

“Then even the freaks of lightning 
follow determined laws?” I asked. 

In answer to the question he pointed 
to a pile of papers on hi* desk. 

“Each year I receive from the Minis¬ 
try of Justice official accounts of all 
accidents from lightning, as described 
In police reports. Here lightning’kill*, 
there it paeses without Injuring. Fur¬ 
ther on, It se^ms absolutely frolicking. 
I have under my eyes hundreds of ex¬ 
amples. And yet It is not possible to 
draw' from them any conclusion as to 
a law. Sometimes It gives r!s? to the 
hypothesis that It Is a thought which, 
Instead of being attached to a brio, 
I* attached to an electric current. 

♦ • • 

Does Not Act Freely. 

•*AU that can be confirmed, for the 
present. Is that in spite of its apparent 
Independence, lightning does not act 
as freely a« we might be inclined to 
believe. It obeys certain laws still un¬ 
determined, and Its actions, seemingly 
so unregulated and so capricious, are 
not the result of sheer accident. The 
plea of chance is sought as a refuge 
for our Ignorance, but It'cannot ex¬ 
plain these fantastical phenomena. 

“The only sure way to reach general 
facts is by consulting particulars. Thl« 
Is the method 1 Invariably adopt In 
investigating any scientific subject. 
Now. here are a few of the strtngc 
freaks of lightning which 1 have suc¬ 
ceeded in hringlng together: 

“Abbe Hpallanzini relates that on Au¬ 
gust 28. 1781, a peasant girl was In a 
field during a storm, when suddenly a 
globe of fire, the size of a blliard ball, 
appeared at her feet Gliding along the 
earth, this little hall reached her bare 
toej, which it appetred to caress, then 
to-e under her clothes, opening out her 
•k -r* like an umbfella. and came out 
by the midd e of her bodice. I-aping 
Into the air w Uh a great noise, having 
retained its globular form. The girl 
bll bmkwttid Two witnesses ran to 
her ’iss.h ta no*. She was uninjured. 
Medical examination proved that there 
wn« only a superficial er >sl..n stretch¬ 
ing from the knee :o the middle of the 
chest, and that her clothes were cut 
through where the hall passed out. 

“In 1887. at Llguy, France, a husband 
and his wife were sleeping qul-tly one 
night, when a formidnbD noise nwnt-ke 
them suddenly. The chimney had 
fallen, filling tb-> room with debris. 
Within the house, the effect* of the 
bolt had been terrifying, but remark¬ 
ably eccentric. Just beneath the cell- 
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1n*r near which hung a harrow with 
kitchen utensils hooked on It, the stonea 
of the \vail had been projected hori¬ 
zontally with such violence that tney 
stuck in the wall opposite. While all 
the gla'^cs In the windows were smash¬ 
ed. a mirror was detached from the 
wall and laid uninjured on the floor. 
A chair, with ctorhea thrown on .It, 
wtu» taken up and set down near the 
entrance door. A small lamp and a 
box of matches w-ece found on the floor, 
undamaged. 

• • • 

Serious Strokes. 

“Harmless enough are such little 
pranks as th-w. But it must not he 
forgotten that some strokes of lightning 
are veritable catastrophes. One day 
during a religious •'eremony at Car- 
pentraa fifty persons were killed or in¬ 
jured by lightning. On the al.-mp 
Sappho, in February'. 1^20. dx men w»re 
killed and fourteen seriously Injured. 
At Grosshod. near Duren. Germany, 
on July 11, 1857. one hundred persons 
were injured In a chuich and six klll- 
At Mount Pl°a|ont. Tenn , on July 
12. 1887. nine p?rsona were killed under 
an oak during a storm. 

"As n rule, those killed by lightning 
maintain an appearance of life, staying 
tn the same attitude which they h<»d 
when struck, but If touched they crum¬ 
ble to ashes. Many mysterloui* histori¬ 
cal dIsapp*'aranees may be attrjmted 
to this phenomenon, notably that of 
Romulus, while reviewing the troops 
in the Uaprlan Marsh. 

“An English minister named Butler 
witnessed the following fact: In the 
town of Fverdun ten harvesters had 
sought refuse und«*r a hedge during a 
storm, lightning struck and killed four, 
who were left as If petrified. One was 
found holding tn Ills fingers the snuff 
which be was about to take. Another 
had a little dead dog on his k e<s and 


had one hand on the animal's head, 
while holding In the other some bread 
with which he had been feeding It A 
third was sitting with his eyes open 
and his head turned toward the storm. 

“On May 24, 1904, at Oharoltes. France. 
Mile. Moreau tvas stricken while sitting 
at the fireside with some friends. They 
were unhurt, but she was killed out¬ 
right. the lightning burrowing under the 
right ear and passing out by the left 

“We sometimes find lightning taking 
a part in judicial matters. On July 20. 
1872, a negm named Norris was to be 
hanged for murder in Kentucky. Just 
as he was stepping on the platform a 
formidable stroke of lightning killed 
him. The Sheriff w'as so Impressed by 
this occurrence that he resigned. 

• • • 

Playing the Physician. 

“Or, again. It may play the physician 
In September, 1898, At Romalnes, 
France .a tavern keeper named Flnot 
was standing on his doorstep watching 
the storm when a stroke of lightning 
ui>set him and threw him to the end 
of the room. He remained unconscious 
for a time, and blind for ten hours. 
Having had rheum itlsm for some years, 
he could not take a step without the 
aid of a stick Since then, he no longer 
requires a stick, but can do what ho 
likes. 

•’Politics also appear to have their 
power of attraction. Wtvm McKinley 
ran for the presidency Ith Hobart 
a large bum had be*-n built by an 
ardent Republican named Abn*r Mlli- 
kan and decorated with 11!tn t nphs of 
the two. During a storm tb‘ building 
was several time* struck by lightning 
and seemed wrapped in flnmee No 
harm was done, hut It was round that 
the pictures had disappeared and sll- 
houttes of them were traced on the 
wall. 

’ Bad lightning is the most mymfrioua 
form of lightning It sometime* be¬ 
haves like an animal with the pmst 
evil nature. And yet Us vn ity l* 
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not necessarily pushed to the extent 
of death; fainting, fright, looting a 
house or destroying a building some¬ 
times suffice to quiet It. Its shApe la 
not alw'ays spherical, though generally 
ao. Sometime* oval, sometimes It has a 
flame like a shell, or else is quiet aa a 


shooting star. It Is often like an orange 
and moves bo slowly tha; ons can fol¬ 
low it for several minutes. 

“Once at Marseilles it entered a house 
like a ball of fire the size of a plate, 
struck the feet of a girl who was kneel¬ 
ing terrified, rebounded to the celling, 


A FRENCH PRIEST'S ROMANCE.

P ARIS. May 11. — A strange and pathetic romance has been brought 
to light l»y the discovery last night of an aged and miserably-clad 
man and woman, who were found asleep on a bench In the Boule¬ 
vard Diderot 

They were clasped in each other’s arms, and looked very 111 and 
emaciated. They were removed fo the adjoining police station, where 
cordials were administered and the couple revived. It was then ascer¬ 
tained that the man, whose name was Jean Lanfret. sixty-eight years 
old. was an unfrocked priest. Thirty-eight years ago he had fallen 
deeply In lore with a woman who cam* to him as a penitent. .The 
priest. In his Infatuation, abandoned his sacred calling for her. 

A year later the woman left him, and the ex-priest fell upon evil 
times. Finally he earned his living as a waiter, but he became ill. 
and after many vicissitudes he found himself homeless and a vaga¬ 
bond. picking up a few shillings now and then as a market porter. 

As he sat on the bench on the Boulevard Diderot last night, an old 
woman, who had been trying to sell a few faded flowers, came and sat 
next to him, and in her the priest recognized the woman who had aban¬ 
doned him many years ago. 

She also had suffered many reverses, which had removed the last 
traces of her beauty. Chance had brought her to the same bench as 
the ex-priest, and, both suffering from the cold and hunger, they had 
sunk into sleep as they sat clasped In each other's arms, until discov¬ 
ered by the police. 
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struck h \r >et again, then ths celling, 
and bounded thus three or four times 
with perrect regularity, and finally 
went out through the keyhole. The 
girl only had the feeling of a slight 
cramp in the legs and could not walk 
alone for several weeks. 

“One day nt Secondlgny. tw*o boys, 
one aged twelve and the other fifteen, 
were playing In the street, when they 
saw a bull like an orange rolling to¬ 
ward them One touched it with his 
foot. It exp’oded, killing him instantly. 
His companion was thrown down, but 
was not hurt 

“This goes to prove that people 
should not play with lightning. It does 
not like to be Interfered with, and tho 
lessons which It reserves for the im¬ 
prudent are cruel. 

“One of the strangest fancies of light¬ 
ning Is for undressing its victims. Once 
a woman dressed as a man was caught 
in a storm, her clothes and shoes were 
torn off by lightning and thrown afar, 
so that she had to wrap up In a sheet 
in order to reach the nearest village. 
Shoes or clothing may be destroyed or 
neatly unsew n and the wearers loft un¬ 
hurt. i 

“On July 6. 1883, at Void, two work¬ 
men who had sought shelter under a 
willow' were hurled more than four 
yards without being Injured. On Au- 
guest 2. 1882. at the Prince Eugene 
Barracks, in Paris, lightning fell w'hlle 
the soldiers were going to bed. Those 
In bed were Jerked to their fe*»t, while 
those standing were thrown down.

His Beard Burned Off. 


“Dr. Gaultlea de Uiaubry was one day 
struck, without having any other In¬ 
jury than his beard destroyed to the 
roots, ho that It never grew' again. 
I^aure Leloup. n twenty-year-old girl, 
at Fn'fnaux. had a furrow cut In her 
hair as If it had been shaved with a 
rnzor where the lightning had passed. 

“Jrometlmesjt splits n man neatly In 
two us with an u.\. This happened to a 


miller's boy at Grolx on January *<V, 
1868. He was cut straight up from ths 
legs to the top of the head. 

“In 1888 lightning struck a mirror, 
making ten holes In the gilt frame, vo- 
latizlng the gliding and transporting it 
to the face of the mirror, while the 
quicksilver on the back was traced In 
the most beautiful designs. 

“We call such things freaks, but they 
are rather apparent than real, for they 
are determined by causes. So It Is with 
the prettiest woman; without knowing 
it. obeying internal or external causes, 
she is less capricious than wo believe. 
These curious fact* show us once again 
that our knowledge of the universe Is 
Incomplete, and that Its study Is Inter¬ 
esting In all its phases. 

“It Is certain that electricity has in 
nature a part more Important than we 
generally think, and that tn human life 
It has an almost perpetual part wh.ch 
Is nearly unknown. Sensitive beings no¬ 
tice this at the approach of a storm, 
and feel the most extraordinary relief 
when the storm has passed. We have 
here a physical Influence followed by a 
moral Influence, the tw'o coming "ery 
near together with the residents of our 
planet." 

“And what “ I asked, “seem to be the 
causes for the most frequent accldenrs? 
If no general law’ can be deduced. ar« 
there not at least evidences of the prin¬ 
cipal causes of attraction?" 

“Hot summers particularly abound In 
such accidents." M. Flammarlon an¬ 
swered. "and more especially the 
months from May to October. Inclusive. 
It la furthermore noticeable that more 
men are killed than women. 

• • • 

Many Are Killed. 

“Tn France alone more than 10.000 peo¬ 
ple were killed by lightning ‘luring the 
Nineteenth century. For 3.1*79 men there 
were 1.462 wbmen. or about on^-thlrd. 
This has sometimes been attributed to 
differences of nature, to organic electric¬ 
ity. or to Clothes It Is probably due 
to the simple fact that there are less 


women than men In the field*, and they 
are consequently less exposed. 

“Even in France, small a* the country 
is, the distribution of accidents from 
lightning is Irregular—rare in some 
places and recurring every year In oth¬ 
ers. Mountainous regions are the most 
exposed. In Paris there are few acci¬ 
dents. because people are comparatively 
little exposed, and the lightning strikes 
trees or buildings. The electric charges 
empty Into metal works, such as bal¬ 
conies, lightning rods, etc. The Eiffel 
Tower la often struck, but Is not Im¬ 
paired. 

“The victims may be divided by order 
of frequency Into five classes: 

“First—Under trees. 

“8econd—In the open country, espe¬ 
cially If they hold tools In their hands 
or are leading an animal. 

"Third—In churches, especially if 
holding a bell rope, and invariably 
thope ringing a bell in a storm. 

“Fourth—Track-keepers’ houses. 

* Fifth—In towns. 

“Great gatherings of animals gener¬ 
ally are dangerous In thunderstorms; 
often entire flocks are destroyed. They 
naturally run together from fright, and 
being wet from rain, offer a large 
service as conductor. Steam also rises 
in a column from this living mass and 
opens a channel for the electric cur¬ 
rent. 

“The trees most frequently struck 
are oaks, then poplars, elms and pines. 
Fruit trees are about the mean, and 
those enjoying the greatest immunity 
are olive, maple and ash. Height 
counts for something In this, and also 
Isolation, the dampness of the sol! and 
the form of the foliage and of the 
roots.” 

"Ts there any way in which protec¬ 
tion against lightning can be found?” 

“Certain precautions should alwaye 
be taken during storms. The first and 
most important Is to avoid standing 
Under trees. Telegraph wires are dan¬ 
gerous on account of the spark w'hlch 
may act by Induction. Disturbing the 
air opens a way for the electric fluid, 
and therefore one should not run in 
a storm, and on no account ring a bell. 
Herds of animal* should be scattered. 
In the house close doors and windows 
to prevent a draught, stand away from 
the mantelpiece, and do not touch 
metftl objects which might act as con¬ 
ductors. 

• • • 

Is Very Interesting. 


“But in spite of all precautions therf 
will remain a certain fancifulness about 
lightning which renders Its observation 
peculiarly Interesting. One can only 
hope that Us pranks may tend to grow 
less dramatic. Streaks of lightning are 
often from one to ten kilometers long; 
the longest known Is eighteen kilome¬ 
ters; and yet some last only one-thoti- 
eandth of a second When we think 
of the Instananelty of these fleeting ap¬ 
paritions. are we not amazed by their 
Incomparable agility? Are we not dumb 
with admiration before the maglo fore# 
of this celestial sling capable of hurl¬ 
ing into space rivers of fire whose sinu¬ 
ous courses extend on vast spaces in 
a time almost unappreclable to our 
senses? Thunder is never heard at 
more than twenty-five kilometers, rarely 
at more than twenty, and Us general 
limit La fifteen. Cannon, on the other 
hand, are heard at forty kilometers and 
bombardments at 100. Arago says that 
the battle of Waterloo was heard at 
Cre'.I tn France. 200 kilometers away. 
So the thunder made by the hand of 
man la heard much further than that 
of nature. But then It la Infinitely mors 
vicious and maJces infinitely more vic¬ 
tims. . 4 . 

"In the wild state; coming directly 
from the atmospheric regions, the elec¬ 
tric fluid Is the most dreadful messenger 
of the air. Conquered by the genius 
of man. It ha» Aided powerfully to the 
progress of modern civilization. If light¬ 
ning should be tamed and Ite sparks 
directed Ite services would be Innumer¬ 
able And this is n possibility wtthlu 
the limit of science.”

because they are not deserving- An 
outbreak of the plague which occurred 
years ago should not scare the wits out 
of the people for a generation. Havana 
whs a pesthole of yellow fever for cen¬ 
turies. but people can go there now with 
perfect safety. And Hawaii Is safer 
than Cuba. Jamaica or any of the West 
Indian Islands The steamers running 
to It are as large as those ln any tour¬ 
ist service In the world. The hotel ac¬ 
commodations are certainly not sur¬ 
passed anywhere. 

There are no fogs or hurricanes or 
malaria. The forests have no wild 
beasts and there are no snakes or pois¬ 
onous Insects In the Jungles. There Is 
a real live volcano with a sort of natur¬ 
al safety valve arrangement so that It 
can’t blow up. All the ear marks of 
the old monarchy remain, such as the 
homes of the kings, the hula-hula danc¬ 
ing girls, and the picturesque flower 
maidens who put garlands of posies 
around the neck of the stranger. That 
the climate Is delightful may be known 
by the mere statement that sea bath¬ 
ing Is comfortable one day after an¬ 
other. and that one may have straw¬ 
berries for breakfast the entire year 
round. 

This Is said purely from an appre¬ 
ciation of the situation.

“We Are Civilized.” 


Hawaii Is not generally appreciated 
In other respects. Few visitors are 
prepared to find such an advanced civ¬ 
ilization. It is a great mistake to sup¬ 
pose that we have here merely a lot 
of naked kanakas, the remnant of a 
monarchy, a volcano and a few sugar 
plantations. Honolulu has & gentle¬ 
man's club which has had its doors 
open for more than fifty years; It has 
a college which recently held It* s x- 
tleth anniversary; ln Its public schools 
there are more than 600 teachers, and 
the foundation of the system dates 
back to 1841. It Is a fact not gener¬ 
ally known that In the early days of 
the Pacific coast, children were sent 
from California to Honolulu to be edu¬ 
cated. 

This Is quite In contrast to the situa¬ 
tion In Porto Rico, Cuba and the Phil¬ 
ippines at the beginning of Yankee 
rule. There the public school was un¬ 
known until we Introduced It. and we 
took over a population the bulk of 
which was as dirty as It was ignorant. 
American influence predominated ln 
the Hawaiian group for so many years 
that It was In reality a ready-made 
colony when the time came to annex It. 
The fine residences, modern store 
buildings, splendid roads and clean. 


we’l n sn.iered people will prove a rev¬ 
elation to nil who visit the islands for 
the first time. 

Some vital statistics may not be out 
of place here. The distance between 
San Francisco and Honolulu is 2.089 
miles. From Honolulu to Yokohama it 
Is 8.446 miles, from Manila to Honolulu 
It Is 4,700 miles. The total area of the 
seven principal islands of the Hawaiian 
group ln 6,449 miles, and their total 
population Is 154.000. The names of the 
Islands given In the order of their size, 
are; Hawaii. Maui. Oahu, Kauai, Molo¬ 
kai, Lanai and Niihau. Honolulu has 
about 40.000 Inhabitants., It Is located 
on the Island of Oahu. 

The returns of the last census show 
that of the entire population 63.221 were 
native born and 90.780 foreign born. 
There were 64,141 Ha walla ns. a third of 
whom were of mixed blood; 12,749 white 
people, 26.767 Chinese; 61 111 Japanese, 
and 233 negroes. It Is estimated that 
since the census the arrivals and de¬ 
partures of Japanese have about bal¬ 
anced, and that the number of Chinese 
has decreased on account of the Fed¬ 
eral exclusion law. Several thousands 
of Porto Ricans have arrived In the 
meantime, and the number of Ameri¬ 
cans has increased somewhat. The 
number of white people ln Honolulu is 
large as shown by comparison with 
those residing in the City of Mexico. 
The last named has a population of 
over 300,000, including 3,000 Americana, 
while Honolulu with Its 40.000 residents 
claims 8,000 whites.

School Children Are Mixed. 


other domestic merchandise exported 
to the United ©fates and foreign coun¬ 
tries.

Hawaiian Cana Is Rich. 


An examination of the school report 
of our Island territory discloses some 
interesting figures. Schools taught In 
Hawaiian have long boon abolished. All 
Instruction now being ln the English 
language. The nationalities of all pu- 
plls ln the schools ate as follows; Ha¬ 
waiian, 4.903; part Hawaiian.

It Is said that the cane grown in 
Hawaii 18 much richer than the pro¬ 
duct of Cuba and thje United States. 
It takes about ten tons of Cuban c&ne 
to produce a ton of sugar, while eight 
ton9 of the Hawaiian stalks will easily 
yield that amount. If Che price re¬ 
mains fair it is expected that the to¬ 
tal yield of these Islands wtfll eventual¬ 
ly reach 600.000 tons annually. Hon. 
Carrol D. Wright. United State* Com¬ 
missioner of Labor, in a report on Ha¬ 
waii. declared that It ought to afford 
homes for half a million people. How¬ 
ever. If sugar remains the one staple 
the Island will have no great stability, 
but will suffer numerous ups and 
downs according to the variations of 
the market.

A CONFERENCE IN ITALY 
TO DISCUSS AGRICULTURE. 


I TALY, ths magic land of art. music 
and romance. Is also a great ag¬ 
ricultural country. It was so In 
ancient times, long before Virgil 
sang the glories of the pastoral life 
But probably ths Italian forms were 
never better cultivated or more produc¬ 
tive than they are to-day. 

It is quits appropriate, therefore, that 
^Ctng Emmanuel should take the lead 
n convening a conference to establish 
an International Chamber of Agricult¬ 
ure. The conference Is to be held at 
Rome during ths coming summer, and. 
according to the plan, the subjects to 
be dealt with axe International regula¬ 
tions to protect live stock and plants 
from epidemics and contagious dls- 
etus*s, agricultural Insurance, defores¬ 
tation, adulteration of agricultural 
products, emigration and Immigration, 
lAbor exchanges, labor-saving Inven¬ 
tions and methods of handling agricult¬ 
ural products, international organiza¬ 
tion for protection against exorbitant 
transportation rates, imposition of 
trusts, etc. The primary objects of 
the Chamber of Agriculture would be 
to collect and disseminate correct In¬ 
formation relative to prices of agri¬ 
cultural products ail over the world, 
conditions of the crops harvested and 
under cultivation, and the stocks on 
hand and In transit; the creation of 
centers of agricultural activity and the 
federation of those now In existence; 
the establishment of a permanent ex¬ 
change for agricultural products, and 
the drafting of agricultural treaties. 
The chamber is to be divided info two 
houses, an upper house, ln which each 
nation will have an equal representa¬ 
tion. and a lower house. In which the 
representation shall be in proportion 
•o the interests represented. 

The movement Is regarded as an ex¬ 
cellent one and results will doubtless be 
beneficial to the agriculture of the 
world. The United States will be rep¬ 
resented at the conference by Ambas¬ 
sador Henry White and Dr. Albert F. 
Woods. chW pathologist and physiolo¬ 
gist of the Department of Agriculture.

“My destination,’’ he told a few of his

“There were two ways of making the 
trip I could get a sleigh and driver 
and employ post horses changing at the 
post houses or I could engage a man 
who owned both sleigh and horse, and 
ride in what practically would be my 
own conveyance all the way. This 
method Is called ‘making the long Jour¬ 
ney’ up theie, and I chose it for a 
variety of reasons as being preferable 
to the other. 

“There was about an hour or so of sun 
dally w'hen l started, the orb of diy 
showing above the far s uthern horizon, 
small and red through the snow-mist at 
about noon. The snow wae more than 
four feet deep on the levil, and the 
w eather was bitter cold-«n cold tha’ 
zero. Fahrenheit, would b* almost warm 
In comparison—40 below, according t*> 
the Celsius thermometers, always used 
there 

“The ei« d we used was about nine feet 
long In front the runners wetv aoout 
a fo«.t apart; at the rear, thirty Inches 
Thus it was shaped like a blunt-ended 
wedge, the small end going first, of 
course. 

“The stretch of road between Keml 
and RovanlemL one of the most m- 
portant towns through which I was to 
pass. Is probably the heaviest traveled 
highway, both summer und winter, in 
the world All the freight and passen¬ 
ger traffic between Lapland and part of 
Finland, to and from Russia, passes 
over it, there being no railroad or other 
route to divert any part of t. Conse¬ 
quently, that part of my trip was no 
means a lonesome one. There was no 
hour of the twenty-four when the road 
was deserted, and. as every horse and 
alelgh of every sort must carry bells, 
my ears were constantly delighted with 
their tinkling In every key, sometimes 
In casual chords and sometimes In 
Jangling discords, but truly never wl h

Mr. and Mrs, Vanderpool, though 
both far down on the shady side of

still hale and hearty. Their home is 
one of comfort and convenience, nnd 
Is still the roof-tree of several sons and 
daughters, while to those of the fam¬ 
ily who have drifted away, the latch 
string still hangs on the outside. The 
faimily ties, welded by parensal love 
and reciprocal u fleet ion. are still un¬ 
broken, and though the family is scat¬ 
tered to the four winds It Is In spirit 
united still. Each y««r there Is a fam¬ 
ily reunion, when most of them gath¬ 
er about the old Whitley county home 
and partake of the parental hospitality 
snd spend a time beneath tile roof that 
sheltered them from the cradle to man¬ 
hood and womanhood. 

A few* days since, the occasion of 


what is known among the mmmtnln 
folk as a “wx^rking,'' In which relatives 
and neighbor? gather to lend a helping 
hand in rearing a barn, clearing a 
mountain, or to have a “hog-kHUng’’ 
time, the sons aivd daughters of the 
Vanderpool household, who dwell still 
In Uho mountains of their native coun¬ 
ty. gathered at the old home, bringing 
with them their own famiSfles, to en¬ 
joy again the ivbmiosphere of their 
childhood day® and to donate to their 
aged father a day's toll, that the task 
of the year In tilling the Foil of his 
mountain farm might be lighter for 
him In hi? waning years. Th? writer, 
with note l*x>k and camera, had th* 
good fortune to be a guest at the Van- 


derpool home on this occasion, and the 
facts, figures, views and groups are a 
valued record, from which this story 
1* complied. 

The date of the “working" had been 
heralded among the sons and daughter* 
several days before, that they might 
gather Ir from the mountain vale* 
where they nak the’.r respective homes, 
and. before the sun peeped above the 
mountain top* on the gala day more 
than a score of stalwart men. armed 
with axes, saws, briar hooks and other 
farm implements, set off to a mountain 
hard by to clear away the obstructions 
to cultivation. These men. all of rugged 
constitution, nnd fine specimens of rug¬ 
ged manhood, all bearing the name of

Kennard Vanderpool. though 
now past sixty-two years of age. Is as 
hale and hearty as a man of mid tie 
age, and is still dissatisfied with a 
day’* toll unless he ha* accompllshel .<s 
great a task oa the most Industrious 
of his sons. His habits are as regular 
as the movement of a clock. He ret re* 
while the day la still fading In the West

He Is proud of his fault¬ 
less health, powerful frame and hercu¬ 
lean strength. Despite his advanced age 
he \s agile an alert. He suffers from 
no physical defects. His eyes are as 
keen as those of a lad. his heartna Is 
unimpaired and acute. He can detect 
the rustle In the leaves made by a 
squirrel, a« It slips through the moun¬ 
tain thickets, and can speed a bullet 
from his old-fnshloned rifle straight to 
the head of the little animal and bring 
It down from among the foliage.
